The Massachusetts Senator Is far 
from Being His Darling. 


TEAMOH MAKES NO COMPLAINT 


Virginia’s Governor, Though, Wants His 
Position Understood—Darling Seems to 
Have Made Contradictory Statements. 


Richmond, Va.,° March 21.—Governor 

O’Ferrall received last night the following 
letter from Senator Darling, who was one 
af the Massachusetts legislative commit- 
tee who visited the executive mansion, 
and who has since given out in Boston sev. 
eral interviews regarding the treatment 
accorded Teamoh, the negro member of 
the committee: 
“Hon, Charles O’Ferrall—My Dear Sir: 
Perhaps you have heard something of the 
insulterable news that was telegraphed 
here from Richmond after our departure. 
The entire committee, including Mr. Tea- 
moh, resent it with indignation. 

“I send you by this mail copies of The 
Boston Journal and The Boston Record, 
in which appear interviews with me. I 
beg to assure you of our hearty approba- 
tion of all you so kindly did for our com- 
mittee and to express the belief that these 
interviews which are just publiShed to- 
night will correct the mean insinuations 
and untruths waich were telegraphed here 
by some unscrupulous sensationalist in 
Richmond, 

“Please give my kind regards to Mrs. 
O’Ferrall, whom I shall never forget for 
her charming courtesy and kindness. Very 
respectfully yours, 

“THOMAS W. DARLING. 

“Statehouse, Boston, Mass., March 19th. 
To Governor Thomas O’Ferrall, Richmond,

Governor O'Ferrall’s Reply. 

This reply was sent: 

“Richmond, Va., March =  21.—Senator 
Thomas W. Darling, Statehouse, Boston, 
Mass—Dear Sir: Replying to yours of the 
19th instant, I will say that I am utterly 
disgusted with the episode to which you 
refer. The time has not come when I 
would knowingly invite a committee of any 
kind in which there was a colored man to 
dine or lunch at my private house or the 
gubernatorial mansion, While I trust I 
may never be so unmindful of the dignity 
of my official station as to treat a legisla. 
tive committee from another state, what- 
ever may be their constitution or color, 
with discourtesy when they are calling in 
their. official capacity and I am receiving 
in my official capacity, yet, candor re- 
quires me to say that if I had been aware, 
or had it even been intimated to me that 
a colored man was in your party, my at- 
tentions would have been much more for- 
mal than they were, and you would have 
been received at my executive office, and 
not at my mansion, for 1 draw the line on 
the negro at the social circle, or anywhere 
else that suggests even a semblance of so- 
cial equality. 

“Interviews with me have been pub- 
lished by my authority, and while I need 
no vindication before my own people, I 
here denounce without qualification as ab- 
solutely untrue any statement, insinuation 
or intimation that the facts are at vari- 
ance with those published interviews. 

“Candor requires me further to say that 
I am utterly surprised to find that you and 
some of your colleagues have made at home 
the statements you have in the face of 
the expressions of disgust and annoyance 
you indulged in ad libitum in Richmond at 
having with you the negro, Teamoh.

A STAND OFF. 
Neither Men Nor Employes Seem to 
Want to Settle the Strike. 

New Orleans, March 21.—Neither the ship 
agents nor the screwmen have shown the 
least disposition of a desire for a treaty 
or settlement of the question, but on the 
other hand, they are maintaining the re- 
spective positions first assumed by them 
in sullen silence.

WENT UP IN SMOKE. 


The Most Destructive Fire in the His- 
tory of Sioux City. 

Sioux City, Ia., March 21.—The greatest 
fire in the history of ‘the city this morning 
destroyed property t@ the value of $400,000. 
It started at 10 o’cloék in a pile of rubbish 
on the platform of the Western Transfer 
and Implement Comg “s warehouse, and 
in an hour the gre&t iron building, four 
stories high and covering a full quarter- 
block of ground, over $200,000 worth 
of implements and riages, was a heap 
of ruins, The fire d to the plant of 
the Sioux City Linseed Oil Company, and 
soon the big elevato?; with 100,000 bushels 
of flax in it, was destroyed, Every piece of 
fire apparatus in the city was at work, but 
it was impossible then to contro] the fire, 
as the wind blew a gale all day. The east- 
ern part of the city’s business section was 
threatened with destruction and _ the mayor 
sent telegrams to surrounding towns for 
additional fire apparatus, The fire was only 
controlled in time to save the main build- 
ings of the Linseed Ol Company, including 
the mill, The loss to the company is $100,- 
000, fully covered by MMesurance. 

The heaviest losers by the fire are the 
dozen or more agricultural implement 
houses that had stock there in storage. 
The Walter A. Wood Company had $50,000 
worth of stock destroyed. What insurance 
these companies carried is not known here, 
as most of the insurance was carried at the 
headquarters of the e¢oncerns.

DESTRUCTIVE COTTON FIRE.

Twenty Thousand Bales and a Com- 
press Burned in New Orleans. 
New Orleans, March 21.—About 1 o’clock 
this morning, fire destroyed Kern’s coffin 
and box manufactory on South Peters 
Street, between Girod ‘and Lafayette 
Streets, A high wind prevailed at the 
time and the air was filled with fiying 
sparks. Finally, at about 3 o’clock these 
sparks ignited a number of uncovered 
bales of cotton lying in the yards of the 
International cotton. press, seven blocks 
distant. The firemen worked hard but 
were unable to do more than to confine 
the flames to the press yards, which com- 
prise an area of two squares, bounded by 
South Peters, Front, Calliope, Erast. 
Cassius J. Meyer and J. H. Levy, lessees 
of the press property, say that nearly 20,- 
000 bales of cotton were damaged or de- 
stroyed and that they belonged to the fol- 

lowing firms:

Adler.

SALE OF COAL LANDS. 


John H. Inman Disposes of 45,000 
Aeres for $275,000. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., March 21.—(Special.) 
In the Associated Press dispatches a few 
days ago there appeared a letter written 
by John H. Inman, of New York, a portion 
of which read as follows: 

“As an indication of renewed activity 
in the southern country I may report that 
I have sold 45,000 acres of coal land which 
I have owned for a long time on the 
Cumberland plateaus of the Chuttanooga 
district to New York parties for $275,000. 
They will probably commence developing 
the property in a short while.” 


Mr. Inman has since said: “I sold my 
45,000 acres of Sequachee valley coal lands 
to New York parties for $275,000. I nave ro 
authority to make the names of the pur- 
chasers public. They have made a com- 
plete examination of the lands and tell 
me that they intend to develop them by 
opening coal mines, but as I retain no in- 
terest with them, I am not fully acquainted 
with their plans.

SOME HAD REACHED THE SURFACE

No Hope Is Entertained for the Men Who 


Are Buried inthe Oebris—Distress- 
ing Scenes atthe Sbait. 


Evanston, Wyo., March 21—An explosion 
occurred at 6 o’clock p, m. yesterday in 
the Rocky Mountain Coai and Iron Com- 
pany’s mine, No, 5, at Red Canyon, Up to 
noon today fifty-nine deaths were known 
to have resulted, Those killed on the out- 
side by flying timbers were:

O. MALTBY, superintendent motive 
power, married.

There are fifty widows and fully 250 or- 
phan children in the camp today as the 
result of the disaster, There is no fire in 
the mine and the work of recovering the 
dead bodies is proceeding as rapidly as 
possible, but will probably not be complet. 
ed today. 

The interior of the mine is badly wrecked, 
caved in in many places and full of foul 
air. All the buildings at the mouth of the 
mine were wrecked. The entrance to the 
mine is by vertical passage into the side 
of a hill, not a perpendicular shaft, and 
the workings are very extensive. No ex- 
planation of the disaster has as yet been 


discovered. 
Recovering the Bodies. 

The work of recovering the bodies goes 
steadily on night and day, rushed forward 
by volunteer squads of miners and other 
citizens, who relieve each other from time 
to time. The work is attended with grave 
peril, and the first group of miners who 
ventured to brave the gas, fire damp and 
crumbling walls were overcome and had 
to be rescued by others. The terrific force 
of the explosion in finding vent at the 
mouth of the slope blew the heavily tim- 
bered shed over the mouth of the slope 
and over the passageway leading out to the 
tipple, clear into space, mowing down the 
tops of the power house, tipples shed and 
other buildings at the mouth of the slope 
more effectually than chain shot could 
have done. 

A little boy who had come to the mine 
with a horse and buggy to take his grand- 
father, Henry Burton, home at the close 
of the day’s work, was driving over the 
slope near its mouth, on the public high- 
way, at the moment of the explosion. He 
and the horse and buggy were thrown al- 
most perpendicularly in the air, fully 
twenty-five feet, and fell all in a heap into 
the mouth of the slope, where the buggy 
was demolished. The boy was picked up 
unhurt and the horse an hour later was 
rescued not much hurt. apparently, al- 
though badly singed and stunned. 

The shock of the explosion was felt. for 
miles around and was distinctly heard at 
Evanston, seven miles away. 

The Rocky Mountain Company, generally 
designated as the Central Pacific mines, 
has two mines, Nos, 6 and 6, with one mile 
face, making two separate mines, with 
150 feet pillars separating them. This leaves 
No. 6 unharmed, but deprives the company 
of one-half of its capacity. ' 

This is the third disastrous explosion in 
this vicinity. In 1881, No. 2 mine, Rocky 
Mountain, exploded, killing thirty-six Chi- 
nese and four white men. In the spring 
of 1886, in Union Pacific mine No. 4, thirty- 
six men were killed. Newell Beaman, the 
manager, arrived from Salt Lake tonight 
and hastened to the mine. 

The slope penetrates the earth at an 
angle of about 30 degrees, and the full 
force of the explosion found vent at its 
mouth, blowing the heaviest timbers into 
splinters and through the wir like chain 
shot from a mortar. Pieces of boards and 
scantling cut their way like bullets through 
the roofing and rafters of the power house 
and everything in their way. 

Scenes at the Mine. 

The scene about the mine all last night 
and today was heart-sickening. The air 
was filled with the agonizing screams of 
fifty widows and 250 orphans as they 
gathered about and saw the distorted fea- 
tures and mangled remains of fathers or 
husbands, sons or brothers, or realized a+ 
last that there was no hope to see their 
loved ones rescued alive from the mine’s 
cruel depths. Help and succor have been 
tendered from all sources. 

The mules that were in the nine were 
killed, as were the men, evidently by the 
force of the concussion ard are removed 
as fast as they can be reached. 

The explosion blew out or loosened all 
the timbering and supports onl cracked 


and shattered the walis and roof of the 
interior of the mine, so that the serch 
for the dead is attended with great reril. 


| The work of recovering the dead becomes 


more difficult as the working parties ad- 
vance toward the seventh level, where it 
is thought the thirty-eight men who have 
not been found were gathered to await 
the coming of the last man tip of the day, 


which was to take them to the snrface. 


FIFTY WIVES WIDOWED IN A PLAsa 


A large force of men is now at work to, 


them to be near the entrance and come out 
just as the whistle blows. A number hed 
come out and some had just left the en- 
trance to the mine slope away from the 
working tunnel, when the explosion oc- 
curred, thus escaping death. 

Sixty men perished in the disaster, 
thirty-eight of whom are still in the mine. 
About thirty of the dead belonged to 
the Ancient Order of United Workmen and 
were insured for $2,000 each. 


“MR. MORGAN, YOU’RE LYING.” 


A Bank Examiner's Testimony Cre- 
ates a Sensation. 
Binghamton, N. Y¥., March 21.—The ex- 
pectation that some sensational testimony 
would follow at the continuance of the 
preliminary examination in tne case of tne 
people against Tracy R. Morgan and David 
L. Brownson this morning, drew a large 
crowd of interested spectators to the court- 


house. 

Philo H. Backus, the bank examiner, af- 
ter testifying in regard to his taking charge 
of the Chenango Valley Savings bank, said: 

“During the forenoon of January 23d, I 
accidentally discovered an item in the 
ledger which I did not find in the journa!, I 
then became suspicious. 

“After I returned from dinner Mr. Mor- 
gan stood at one of the desk and said he 
was working on the journal and ledger, I 
went to the ledger and found an item on 
one account erased, I said: ‘Mr, Morgan, I 
don’t like to see erasures in books.’ I told 
him the erasure looked very bad. Morgan 
said he had no knowledge of when the en- 
try was made, or when it was erased, Il 
said: ‘Mr. Morgan, you are lying to me. 
You are short here. How much is it?’ He 
hesitated and finally said: ‘Five or 5sIx 
thousand dollars.’ I told Mr. Mooney to 
vo over to the chief of police and have an 
officer detailed to watch Mr, Morgans 
movements. I went into the back room and 
again asked Morgan how much he was 
short, He said $15,000 or $20,000. I told Mr. 
Morgan he had better be truthful and tell 
me all he knew. He again promised to 
do so, 

“T agreed to see Mr. Morgan at my rocm 
at 10 o’clock. I waited until 10:30 and Mr, 
Morgan did not appedr, About a‘quarter to 
12 I opened my door in response to a rap- 
ping and let Mr. Morgan into the room. I 
lighted the gas and went to bed again, He 
drew up a chair beside the bed and said: 
‘This is a hard row for me. I have been in 
business sixty years here.” He did not 
want the good opinion that existed here of 
nim broken down. I told him I was sorry 
for him. I said: ‘How much are you 
short?’ 

“He answered that he had no chance to 
get at the books and find out, but it was 
considerable. He estimated the amount to 
be not over $25,000, cde said: ‘My brother 
has cost me a great deal of money and Mr. 
Brownson has cost me a fortune, and there 
are others who had been costing me dear.’ 
I asked him for the names of the others 
and he refused to give them.’ 

Mr. Brownson, referred to in Mr. Mor- 
gan’s statement. is the cashier of the Che- 
nango Valley Savings bank, and is Mr, 
Morgan’s son-in-law. 


JUSTICE TEMPERED WITH MERCY. 


Clarence and Sadie Robinson Sen- 
tenced for Murder. 

Buffalo, N. Y., March 21.—‘Twelve good 
men and true,”’ the jury selected to deter- 
mine the fate 6f Clarence and Sadie Robin- 
son, came into court at 10 o'clock this 
morning and reported as their verdict 
that Clarence was guilty of murder in the 
second degree, and Sadie guilty of man- 
slaughter in the first degree, Clarence Rob- 
inson was sentenced to life imprisonment 
and Sadie Robinson to twenty years, 

It was a night of terrible anxiety to 
Clarence and Sadie as they sat in their cells 
in the Erie county jail and waited for the 
decision of those twelve men, There was 
little doubt that it would be one or the 
other, and the only question was which. 
But little sleep visited the prisoners during 
the long hours of the night, Sadie was 
particularly nervous, alternately pacing her 
cell and throwing herself on her cot, A 
ray of hope came to them when the jury 
failed to report when court opened at 9 
o’clock last evening and they took it as an 
omen that justice was to be tempered with 
mercy in the punishment awarded for 
their crime, At 2:40 o’clock this morning 
after weary hours of deliberation, the jury 
reached an agreement, the verdict was re. 
corded and sealed and then the jurors re- 
paired to the jail to pass the remainder of 
the night. 

The murder of Montgomery Gibbs, a 
young Buffalo lawyer, about a year ago, 
was for several months a profound mys- 
tery, and had it not been for a woman’s 
spiteful and impulsive remark, the mur- 
derer might never have been apprehended. 
Mr. Gibbs was walking alone up a resi- 
dence street bordered with mansions brill- 
lant with lights, about 10 o’clock in the 
evening. Suddenly three pistol shots rang 
out in quick succession and Gibbs was 
found dying froma bullet wound in the 
head, lying in the driveway leading to a 
fashionable residence. He expired without 
uttering a word. His assailants had van- 
ished and left nothing as a clew to their 
identity. The oniy-persons who claimed to 
have seen his assailants were two messen- 
ger boys, who said they saw two men run 
away from the spot where the firing oc- 
curred, but the police were unable, on ex- 
periment, to see the same distance, under 
the same circumstances as the boys de- 
clared they did, so their evidence was 
thought of little worth. 

A reporter found what he thought were 
the footprints of a woman near the spot. 

No arrests were made until several 
months later the Buffalo police received 
word from Cleveland that they had Clar- 
ence Robinson under arrest. His wife had 
betrayed him in an angry conversation with 
one of his relatives. 

Assistant Superintendent Cusack, of the 
Buffalo police, went to Cleveland and ar- 
rested Robinson’s wife, Sadie, who con- 
fessed that she killed Gibbs herself, but 
refused to give any details. 

Robinson learning that his wife was 


matter, telling how he and his wife had 
gone out to “hold up’ somebody that 
night, Sadie being attired as a man. Gibbs 
had resisted and in the tussle he had been 
shot. 


SUICIDE IN KNOXVILLE, 


A Barber Drives Off an Employe Who 
Would Save Him. 

Knoxville, Tenn., March 21.—(Special.)— 
A profound sensation was created here 
this evening by the suicide of Rudolph 
Schmid, the veteran barber of Knoxville, 
When one of the barbers, to whom he had 
said that he intended to kill himself, at 
tempted to take his gun from him, Schmid 
placed, the pistol at his employe’s breast 
and told him to skip or he would kill him. 
The barber skipped. Schmid’s first attempt 
to shoot himself failed, the bullet passing 
over his head. Later, he shot himself just 
above the heart. Physicians were sum- 
moened but could do nothing and Schmid 
died in half an hour. 

He left a letter to his wife, telling her 
to pay up his debts and that he had 
enough property for her to live on. Finan- 
cial troubles weighed heavily on his mind. 
He began drinking early m the day and 
was intoxicated when he shot himself.

Peru and Bolivia Would No Doubt 
Make Common Cause. 


BUT CHILE IS A HARD FIGHTER

San Francisco, Cal., March 21.—A private 
letter from Potosi, Peru, just received in 
this city contains the following: 

“War is threatened between Chile and 
the Argentine republic, which will draw in 
Bolivia, Peru and Ecuador as allies of Ar- 
gentirfe against Chile. One thing feared 
by the people here is that Chile’s first step 
will be to put a heavy body of troops into 
the center of Bolivia, which can easily be 
done by railroad, and thus step in between 
all the allies and chastise each separately 
at liberty. Nobody here knows just what 
will happen, but the outlook just now is 
cloudy.”

Washington, March 21.—Mr. McKenzie, 
the United States minister to Peru, tele 
graphed the state department this after- 
noon that after three days’ fighing an ar- 
mistice had been arranged between the in- 
surgents and the government troops, and 
that over a thousand dead and wounded 
were left lying on the streets of Lima, Lat- 
er some sort of an agreement was reached 
by the belligerents and peace was restored, 
A provisiwnal government now seems to be 
in power, 


THE ARMY RULES. 


Spain May Have Trouble to TYend to 
at Home. 


London, March 21.—The Standard’s Mad- 
rid correspondent says: “The liberal lead- 
ers have informed Senor Sagasta that they 
are willing to support him in forming a 
cabinet to pass the budget and measures 
which must be passed before the end of 
June, but only on the condition that they 
will not be expected to exercise pressure to 
altef the press laws. If Sagasta fails the 
queen will ask Canovas del Castillo to form 
a cabinet, but neither will be able to con- 
duct affairs unless General Campos and the 
commanders of the army corps in the prov- 
inces undertake to enforce discipline and 
compel respect of parliament, the courts 
and the government. 

“The editors and staffs of The Resumen 
and Globe, who were attacked by the. offi- 
cers, consented to testify before a military 
judge to the facts of the raids. They ad- 
mitted they knew the aggressors, but they 
declined to surrender the names, stating 
that they did not intend to become in- 
formers. The editor of The Publicidad has 
been released on bail. The republfcan depu- 
ties have assumed the editorship of their 
hewspapers in Barcelona and elsewhere, 
Their intention is to add thus to the diffi- 
culties of the military courts, inasmuch ag 
deputies cannot be arrested without the as- 
sent of the house.

The Opinion in Madrid That Spain 
Will Not Risk a Quarrel. 

London, March 21.—The Central News 
correspondent in Madrid says: “The lead- 
ing politicians here ave not inclined to the 
idea of letting the Allianca affair result in 
a serious difference between Spain and the 
United States. The matter ought to be 
adjusted easily, unless the United States 
insists upon demands injurious to Spain’s 
dignity. Spain is most anxious to main- 
tain the friendship of the two countries, 
and would even ‘prefer to’ waive an over- 
close investigation and accept the Wash- 
ington view rather than risk a quarrel, 
Some of the leading journals argue in this 
spirit with a view to preventing public in- 
dignation in case the government yields 
to the United States. 

Muruaga Admits Its Correctness. 

Washington, March 21.—Senor Muruaga, 
the Spanish minister, admits the correct- 
ness of the report cabled from Madrid that 
he had tendered his resignation and that 
the tender had been declined. He refuses 
to talk upon the subject. One of his 
friends, however, explains that Senor Mu- 
ruaga tendered his resignation because 
his official conduct had been adversely 
criticised by some Cuban newspapers, nota. 
bly Havana journals. He felt also that he 
had been misrepresented by some Ameri- 
can newspapers. 

His resignation was consequently sent 
in on March (4th, and the reply he re- 
ceived from the Spanish minister of for- 
eign affairs was such as to completely vin- 
dicate his position, 


GUITERREZ’S FALL PREDICTED. 


A Steamer from Panama Brings the 
News of the Late Uprising. 


Gan rrancisco, Cal, March 21.—The 
steamer San Blas, which arrived late last 
night from Panama and way ports, brings 
confirmatory news of the uprising against 
President Guiterrez, the shooting of Chief 
of Police Vasquez, of San Salvador city, and 


‘the imprisonment of the enemies of Gul- 


terrez. The Dario Official, the government 
organ, gives an account of the conspiracy 
and states that Vasquez was shot while 
trying to escape. 

President Guiterrez has caused fifty or 
a hundred people to be arrested. A number 
of prominent people have been sent to 
jail and strict orders have been given that 
no news shall be given out that is not su- 
pervised by the government. 

According to The Dario Official “certain 
dastardly conspirators in congress have tried 
to overthrow the president,” and Hzeta’s 
friends are supposed to be among these al 
lezged rascals. , 

The Spanish editor of The Panama Star 
and Herald attributes_the dislike for Gui- 
terrez to the feeling that the Ezetas were 
not given a fair chance to fight for their 
rights. The early fall of Guiterrez is pre 
dicted by all Central American papers pub- 
lisned outside of Salvador. 


ARMENIAN BUTCHERIES. 


The Question of England’s Co-Opera- 
tion with France and Russia. 
London, March 21.—In the house of com- 
mons today Mr. Charles Ernest Schwann, 
advanced liberal, member for the division 
of Manchester, asked if the government 
would co-operate with Russia and France 
in bringing to an end the barbarous mis. 
deeds perpetrated in Armenia by agents of 
Sir Edwari Grey, under forejgn 
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tary, replied that the object desired would 
not be attained by the raising of such 
questions. Already, he added, several rep- 
resentations had been made to the porte 
regarding cases of hardships and ill treat- 
ment which had been brought to the at- 
tention of the British authorities. 

‘Mr, James F. Hogan, anti-Parnellite 
member for the middle division of Tip- 
perary, asked the government what truth 
there was in the statement made in one 
of the last letters of the late Robert Louis 
Stevenson that ex-King Mataafa, of Sa- 
moa, after submitting to the authorities, 
had been brought to Apia on board a Brit- 
ish ship, the captain of which, pointing to 
the British flag, declared that he would be 
safe ithereunder, Notwithstanding this, 
_ according to Mr. Stevenson, Mataafa was 
sent to the Marshall islands. 

Sir Edward Grey said that the captain 
of the British ship had only promised Ma- 
taafa that his life would be spared, and 
had- not taken any part in his deportation. 
The latest advices from Samoa, Sir Ed- 
ward Grey said, conveyed the information 
that if all the deported chiefs were well 
treated and that arrangements had been 
made for their families there could be no 
interference. 

The Armenian Commission. 

Constantinople, March 21,—The govern- 
ment, after considering the matter for a 
week, has decided to allow the foreign 
members of the Armenian commission of 
inquiry to have their own interpreters. In 
consequence of this decision, the various 
foreign embassies are now sending interpre- 
ters to Moosn. 

Ordered Their Release. 

Constantinople, March 21.—The sultan has 
ordered the release of the Armenian eccle- 
siastics who are imprisoned in the ;7ovinces 
for political offences, 


LET AMERICA BEWARE! 


‘A Havana Paper Recites the Achieve- 
ments of the Spanish Navy. 

Key West, Filia, March 21.—La Union 
Constitutional, a semi-official newspaper at 
Hevena, reviews the allsgations in the Al- 
Manca case, and opines that if that vessel 
was really fired upon the Spanish command- 
er was fully justified. It assumes that 
there was something suspicious about tne 
appearance or movements of the vessel, 
and that when the Spanish cruiser propos- 
ed to examine her she ran away, and it 
thereupon fired after her, A part of the 
newspaper's assumption is that the steam- 
er did not show her colors when called 
upon to do so, 

The article then recites the achievements 
of the Spanish navy, and proceeds: 

“Let it be known, then, that our navy of 
today is the same as that of Lepanto, Tra- 
falgar and Calloa, It is the same that the 
Austrian admiral, Tengstthoff, pointed out 
to his officers to be imitated before sinking 
the Italian fleet at Lissa. They are of the 
same race and blood as those who fought 
and fell before San Sebastian on ships that 
were unprotected; the same who, at Pugal- 
ugalon and Melia punished the Moors of 
Mendadan and Riff for their insults; the 
same that on board the Sachez Baraosta, 
in the Alcedo and the Santa Maria, detied 
and corquered the tempests ef the ocean, 
and the same that, during the late naval 
review, received universal admiration. TF i- 
nally, they are the same men that on sea 
and on Jand are unconquerable, 

“It would be well that the United States 
should bear this in mind, so that the pres- 
tige of that nation may not suffer in con- 
tentions that may arise through adven- 
turers and traitors who make war on Spain 
and her noble sons; and let that-nation re- 
member that the iaws of neutrality were 
se nations that know how to respect

Senator Morgan Wants Uncle Sam to 
Bay Cuba. 

Washington, Marc, 2L.—Senater Morgan, 
of Alabama, chairman of the senate for- 
eign relations committee, has remained in 
Washington since the adjournment of con- 
gress, and take an interest in the existing 


foreign complications. 
. “I do not know what is being done,” he 
Said to an Associated Press reporter, 
“further than what is said in the papers 
from time to time. I am, of course, inter- 
ested in the situation in Cuba. If the revo- 
lutionists are able to hold out for a year 
they will Be able to secure material assist- 
ance from persons in this cOuntry, not only 
in the way of money, but in men, in spite 
of all efforts to prevent it. There are many 
that are ready to go into a war for Cuba, 
Or any other war, and there will be no way 
of keeping them out of it if the men who 
are leading this revolt srow that they com- 
mand any strength at home. .At first I was 
inclined to view the uprising as without any 
ag mpage backing, but il appears now that 
t has grown to be quite formidable. Those 
people are not to be blamed for rebelling. 
t is only a question of time when Cuba 
will throw off the Spanish yoke. It may 
not be with this revolution, but it will come 
wit some future revolt.” 

“You are in favor of purchasing Cuba?” 
was asked. 

“TI have always been a Cuban annexation- 
ist,” responded Mr. Morgan. “I am in fa- 
vor of purchasing the island, or of any 
other method of aopering it from Spain. It 
is .an important island for the United 

tes.’”’ 
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The Allianca incident was referred to by 
Mr. Morgan, who said he approved the 
course of the staee department in demand- 
ing an apology and reparation. He declared 
that American merchantmen cannot be law- 
fully interfered with upon the high seas. 
He expressed the hope that Cuba might be 
annexed and said it aws a great mistake 
that San Domingo was not purchased when 
we had an 6 Regma No such chance, he 
added, should be neglected in the future, 
when there were offered islands in either 
ocean over which we could exercise control 
and which are properly a part of the Amer- 
ican continental system and necessary to 
the protection of our commerce on our 
coasts. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S BLUFF. 


She Now Says She Don’t Want Ameri- 
ean Territory. 

Washington, March 21.—Dispatches from 
Minister Bayard today in respouse to tele- 
grams ‘from this government requiring 
him to ascertain the attitude of Great 
Britain in case Nicaragua should refuse to 
pay the indemnity demanded for the out- 
rage upon Mr. Hatch, indicated very 
clearly that whatever else might happen 
England will not seek to acquire American 
territory. The telegram to Mr. Bayard 
was the result of the cabinet council of 
yesterday and the reply received today is 
regarded as very satisfactory. 

’ No less agreeable to the government here 
is the latest phase of the Venezuelan 
question which, inasmuch as there are 
intimations from the British government 
of a disposition to submit that case to 
arbitration, is held to be a diplomatic 
triumph for the administration. 

Rebel Leaders Killed. 

Havana, March 21.—The governor of San- 
tiago province reports that on March i8th, 
General Garrich started from Baire with 
“220 men. The troops overtook the iebels at 
Solis and killed five of, them in a short but 
brisk fight, Among the dead were the rebel 
leaders, Manuel and Pachec, and the aide- 
de-camp, Estrada. All the arms and ammu- 
nition of the rebels were captured. 

No News of the Inaurrcction.

PENSIONS FOR OLD WARRIORS. 


The Emperor’s Decree in Honor of the 
Memory of His Grandfather. 

Berlin, March 21.—The Reichsanzeiger wil! 
publish tomorrow the emperor's decree to 
the chancellor, ordering, in honor of the 
memory of his grandfather, Emperor Wil- 
liam I, that henceforth pensions shall be 
paid to all old warriors and officers, sur- 
geons and other officials taking part in the 
war of 1870 who were wounded and are now 
in reduced circumstances. The decree di- 
rects the chancellor to draft a bill putting 
its terms into effect and to introduce it in 
the bundesrath and reichstag. 


The emperor closed the sittings of the 
Prussian council of state today. In his 


- Speech declaring the session at an end, the 


kaiser said: 

“After eight days of hard work and dis- 
cussion we terminate our debates. It is 
not likely that the results achieved will be 
Satisfactory everywhere, yet the govern- 
ment has its task set and will use all means 
to find relief for the agricultural distress 
which prevails. The debates of the council 
have shown clearly what is possible to be 
obtained in this direction, and the materi- 
als collected will form a valuable basis 
for further measures. The government will 
not hesitate to eliminate the proposals you 
have found impracticable, and I beg you 
to exert your influence so that the people 
shall first appeal to my government for aid, 
redress and improvement before their minds 
are excited by agitation. It is 
my intention when such appeals are 
made to summon immediately the council 
to discuss these complaints, when the 
government will forwith legislate upon your 
recommendations.”’ 

The council rejected Count Kanitz’s grain 
monopoly proposal on the ground that it 
was inconsistent with the present position 
of the state in the matter of production, 
trade and traffic. A system of state man- 
agement of the grain trade, it was held, 
would be a source of the greatest discon- 
tent and damaging to the life of the state; 


* moreover, other branches could justly de- 


mand similar monopolistic treatment. The 
council recommends protection of the su- 
gar and spirit production, and favors bi- 
metallism and a large rural credit system.

The Planters for the First Time Are 
in with the Patriots. 

A private letter received in Atlanta yes- 
terday, from a gentleman of high char- 
acter who lives in Matanzas, Cuba, gives 
interesting details of the struggle now 
pending tn that island. The writer says: 

“The nature of the disturbance at pres- 
ent existing in this island is of a different 
character from what-it has ever been 
heretofore. In all previous uprisings the 
government has been able to rely upon the 
planters for aid in suppressing trouble. 
These planters, as a rule, held close rela- 
tions witn the government and with the 
official class. Many of them were educated 
in Spain, and they were fully imbued with 
Epanish traditions. 

“On the other hand was the poore: class, 
such as small landholders, tenants, labor- 
érs, etc., people who had but lIittle or 
nothing to lose, who were always ready 
for a rising. Of this class the patriotic 
party was composed. They were the most 
numerous class, but lacking in intelligence 
and leadership they were always at a dis 
advantage. They had not only the officials 
and soldiers to avoid, but the vigilance of 
their employers, who were as firmly de- 
voted to Spain as are the landlords of 
Ireland to England. 

“For three years past the planters, hith- 
hitherto so loyal, have been put to a severe 
test. Owing to the free sugar clause in the 
McKinley bill, there was a great boom 
in the sugar industry of Cuba. The plant- 
ers not only largely increased their capaci- 
ty, but invested to the extent of many mil- 
lions in new mills and machinery. Then 
like a crash came the announced policy of 
the United States, to cripple the very mar- 
ket upon which Cuba had built her hopes. 
Spain blundered in clumsy forms of retali- 
ation, instead of having at heart the in- 
terests of those who had been so true to 
her heretofore. 

“Last November the planters of Cuba held 
@ meeting in Havana, at - which they 
adopted a piteous appeal to the home 
government. 

“Captain General Callijo promised to for- 
ward it, with a personal endorsement. 
It is doubtful if he ever did so, But be that 
as it may the next thing these planters 
heard of it in July, was an intimation that 
further meetings for any purpose whatever 
would be displeasing to the government. 
Thus deprived of the right of petition, the 
planters have been brooding at their 
homes, giving quiet aid and support to the 
rebels. I have been through a considera- 
ble part of the island and everywhere men 
are roving around in small groups, avoid- 
ing the military, but keeping them in con- 
stant pursuit, while the planters are non- 
committal, remaining just quiet enough 
to prevent confiscation. As soon as the 
troops leave any given point, it swarms 
again with the open advocates of revolu- 
tion. The harmony between the planters 
and the discontented element is plain to 
be seen, as is the fact that their traders 
have superior means of information. There 
is really no well formed attempt at mobili- 
zation yet. The purpose of the rebels is 
to keep in small bands, to attract as little 
attention as possible, and to avoid con- 
flictas with the troops. This plan of having 
the whole island a camp, without any 
point of strategy for the Spaniards to at- 
tack, it is believed will weary out the 
Spaniards, and by lengthening the period 
of disturbance, will attract outside aid 
after awhile. There is not a day but that 
every Spanish garrison on the isiand is 
rushed out on a wild goose chase after 
an enemy that dissolves into nothing and 
escapes. Many of the planters who had 
large stores of firearms for rural defense, 
with the approval of the government, 
have been ‘robbed,’ whether wittingly or 
not is open to conjecture. To sum it up, 
there is practical accord among all classes. 
of Cubans, which would find expression 
if opportunity offered itself for success.”

The social world is a curious place to 
live in. It minds everybody’s business but 
its own. The Coleman-Drayton suit and 
Vanderbilt divorce has only whetted its ap- 
petite for more affairs of like nature, and 
row that the Yznaga case has been brought 
to a point, nothing else is talked about in 
drawing rooms or clubdom. 

Opinion ts Much Divided. 

Various are the opinions expressed. Some 
declare that he is to blame and others say 
that she is at fault. Those who profess to 
krow the true ins and outs of the case and 
who go about puffed up with importance 
Say that no woman on earth could live 
with such a man as Fernando and that 
poor, dear Mabel has the disposition of a 
saint. And then there is the other side 
of the story. Extravagance, social aspira- 
tions, desire for admiration end discontent 
with those things of the earth which he 
has been able to provide for her are laid 
at her door. Beside this, they do say, and 
it is said in whispers at the club and with 
a krow-all emphasis at the sewing classes, 
that there is another man in the case. A 
young, handsome man—a man of wealth 
and position, a man, in fact, of title—an 
Englishman. The story is that there never

THE LEXOW BILLS. 


They Represent the Ideas of the Re- 
form Element of New York City. 

Albany, N. Y., March 21.-—The Lexow po- 
lice bills were reported favorably in the 
senate today by their author, Senator 
Lexow, and after a debate lasting nearly 
all day, advanced to athird reading. 
Final action which it was intended should 
occur today, was postponed because of an 
error in the printing of one of the bills. 

The bills urawn up by the committee of 
ten, which represent the ideas and wants 
of the reform element in New York city, 
were recommitted to the Lexow committee. 
This practically kills the bills. The attempt 
of the republican majority to pass the 
Lexow bills resulted in the bolt of Sena- 
tor Reynolds, who refused to be bound by 
the caucus held last night. Senator Sta- 
pleton for a time joined in the bolt, but 
later in the day switched back and voted 
with the majority to advance the bilis to 
the third reading. 

Senator Lamey, from his action today, 
will probably vote against the Lexow bills 
when they come up for final passage next 
Tuesday. Early in the day he telegraphed 
Mayor Strong that his vote would be con- 
trolled by the mayor’s approval of the bills. 
He received a reply this afternoon which 
he refused to give out. He said he consid- 
ered it confidential and that he wished to 
take it to Buffalo tonight and consult with 
the people up there about it. Mayor 
Strong has not, so far, given utterance to 
any comments on the Lexow bills, favora- 
ble or unfavorable, but it is generally be- 
lieved his views on the measure are in ac- 
cordance with those expressed by Charles 
Stewart Smith today in his letter to Lieu- 
tenant’ Governor Saxton. From this it 
can be easily guessed how he answered 
Senator Lamey and how that gentleman 
will vote. It requires 17 votes to pass the 
Lexew bills, and should Senator Stapleton 
vote for the bills on final passage, as he 
has announced, his vote will carry the 
measures regardless of the votes of Lamey 
and Reynolds. But Senator Stapleton today 
established himself a reputation as a slip- 
pery customer, and he may slip again from 
the position he has now assumed. In that 
event the Lexow bills will be lost unless 
some Tammany democrat comes to the 
rescue. 


Lawyers Say It Is Unconstitational. 


New York, March 21.—The printed copies 
of the Lexow police bill were received from 
Albany in this city today, and the commit- 
tee of ten, of the committee of seventy, ask- 
ed for the opinions of a number of eminent 
lawyers on the _ constitutionality of the 
measure. Eight lawyers—Messrs. James 
C. Carter, Elihu Root, Jos Laroque, John B. 
Parsons, Charles C. Beaman, G. L. Rives, 
Lewis L. Delafield and William B. Horn- 
blower—complied with the request, seven of 
them uniting in one opinion and the eighth, 
Mr. Hornblower, writing a separate opin- 
ion. The latter’s optnion differed from his 
fellow tawyers only im his phraseology. All 
pronounced the Lexow measure unconstitu- 
tional in many points and declared that it 
could not stand. 


ELMER HOUK INVOLVED. 


He Tries to Keep John’s Skirts Clear 
of the Scandal. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 21.—(Special.)— 
The penitentiary committee held another 
of its secret sessions today, but failed to 
elicit much information of any character. 

Elmer E, Gouk was the first witness and 
was questioned closely about the statements 
credited to him by Ben Simcox, of Knox- 
ville. These were to the effect that Elmer 
Houk said that John was to have received 
$10,000 from Fulcher & Co,, for delaying 
Commissioner Young, the plan being to 
tamper with the bids, Elmer did delay 
Judge Young, but the go-between got the 
money and failed to turn it over. 

Mr. Houk today denied some parts of the 
story, and said he did not remember having 
made the other statements.

TURNING TO BONE. 


A Spantard at Tampa Is Dying by 
Inches. 

Tampa, Fia., March 21.—(Special.j}—Great 
interest was excited in Ybor City, a suburb 
tonight by the discovery of a case of osse- 
ous paralysis. For a while there was the 
greatest excitement among the four or 
five hundred people who had gathered 
about the house where the patient was 
lying. He is a Spaniard named Fermia 
Machado. He came here from Havana 
about two weeks ago. 

Dre. Petty and Lawrence were called to 
see him tonight and they report that Ma- 
chado’s feet, and 1 nearly up to the 
knees, are entirely destitute of life and ab- 
solutely insensible to feeling. The tissues 
have shrunken away until the limbs are 
entirely desiccated and hard as bone. The 
line of demarkation between the healthy 
tissues and the “petrified” portion is clear 
and distinct, with a slope in the size of 
the leg of about a half inch, the skin on 
this surface | by what re. 
sembles a tetter or A blow upon 
the shins or the feet is not felt but makes 
a sound as if a solid bone or stome had 
been struck. 

Similar cases are reported in the surgi- 
cal journals. The unfurtunate man is in 
such a situation financtally that he does 
not decline proffered assistance, and quite 
a number of contributions have been made 
for his benefit. Dr. Lawrence says that 
this disease is known as “dry mortifica. 
tion” and that its growth may possibly 
be checked by scientific treatment in some 
hospital for special diseases.

South Caroline's Whites Are Not So Far 
Apart After All. 


GIVING FORCE TO THE COMPROMISE 


& Convention Is to Be Held st Co'umbis 
Next Weck to Promote Harmony 
Among ths Factions. 


Columbia, 8&8. C., March 21.—(Special.)— 
On next Wednesday, March 27th; another 
democratic state convention will meet in 
this city, but the composition of this one 
will present an agreeable change from that 
ef mumerous predecessors, As a contrast 
to political assemblages of the past five 
years it will be remarkable. With the ad- 
vent of Captain Tillman as a power in pol- 
itics the white people of the state divided 
into hostile camps, and democratic con- 
ventions have invariably been entirely 
factional, or else the minority faction has 
been so small as to be helpless and with- 
out influence.- This convention will, in one 
gense, be factional, for the strong faction 
of extreme Tilimanites will not be repre- 
sented in it, but it will include in about 
equal proportions Tillmanites and anti- 
Tillmanites, and the issues which have sa 
long kept them apart will not color its pro- 
ceedings. 

The convention meets under the call of 
the “forty.”” The address consisted sub- 
stantially of an invitation to the anti-Tiil- 
manites and to all Tillmanites as well, to 
forget the prejudices and bitterness of the 
past, and in view of the approach of the 
constitutional convention, with the grave 
question of suffrage coming up for solu- 
tion, to unite for the preservation of white 
supremacy. Lieutenant Governor W. H. 
Timmerman, the most popular man in 
Edgefield, except Senator Tillman, famous 
all over the state for his striking and orig- 
inal want of personal pulchritude and for 
his sterling honesty and horse sense, was 
one of the signers. Senator Watson, of 
Edgefield; Senator D. K. Norris, of Ancer- 
son, ex-president of the state alliance; 
Senator Finley, of York; Senator Kirkland, 
of Kershaw; Senator Harrison, of Green- 
ville; Representative Ashley, of Anderson, 
better known-as “Citizen Josh,”" and Rep- 
resentative J. Ed Elierbe, of Marion, were 
among others of the more prominent sign- 
ers. Two days after the address was is- 
sued Congressmen McLaurin and Talbert 
sent telegrams from Washington declaring 
their sympathy with the object and fully 
endorsing it. 

The extreme Tillmanites did not receive 
the address kindly. It was not until late 
in January that the executive committee 
of the forty showed signs of life. Then it 
called @ state convention, whose delegates 
ghould be elected by both factions acting 
in harmony to meet on March 6th. The 
date was subsequently changed to March 
Zith. <At first the counties acted slowly. 
The Tillman-Hemphill compromise was 
made and put a new aspect upon the situa. 
tion. But of the thirty-six counties in the 
state, it is certain that all but four or five 
will send delegations, and it is possibile 
that only two will be unrepresented. 

The convention will include some of the 
most uncompromising anti-Tifiman lead- 
ers, for instance, Mayor Walter Dargan, 
of Darlington, and Mayor W. G. Chaffee, 
of Aiken, who have always been in favor 
of fighting Tillman outside of the prima- 
ries. It will contain moderate antis, like 
ex-Lieutenant Governor Mauldin, of Green- 
ville, and excepting only the “‘irreconcila- 
bles” among the Tilimanites, every shade 
of factional thought and feeling will be 
blended in it, 

What the convention will do it fs hard to 
prophesy, but the more general impression 
is that it will endorse the Tillman-Hemphill 
compromise and launch an organization to 
make it effective in the primaries. Sena- 
tor Tillman has not been friendly to the 
forty, for the reason, it is thought, that 
Congressman McLaurin is given credit for 
being its progenitor. But in spite of this, 
the forty, who realize their strength and 
who insist that the compromise was an 
incidental, but not necessary, result of the 
steps they took in December, will co-oper- 
ate with the governor in his efforts for 
harmony.

NO MORE TAMMANY. 


The Old Fort Organization Goes Out 
of Business. 


Savannah, Ga., March 21.—(Special.)—The 
far-famied Savannah Tammany Club having 
served its usefulness, it has been disbanded 
and will hardly be heard from any more 
4s a feature in local politics. A committee 
which was appointed to cispose of the 
Club's property has accomplished its duty 
and reported back, which completes the 
club’s disbandment. 

The Tammany Club was organized some- 
thing more than four years ago and until 
the recent elections was practically the 
controlling element in Savannah pelitics. 
Its chieftains had everything their own 
way, but with the organization of the 
Citizens’ Club they were snowed under, 
ard, after waiting until everything had 
quieted down, its membets very quietly 
decided that they would disband. It is the 
general impression that the next campaign 
in Savannah will be on entirely new lines. 

The military of this city are making ac- 
tive preparations for the establishment of 
a state rifle range just east of the city, and 
it is likely that it will be ready for rifle 
practice about the middle of April. An 
energetic committee now has the matter 
in hand and is taking steps to have a space 
100 yards wide by 1,000 long cleared and 
graded. The state will furnish the target 
and ammunition, but the work of preparing 
the ranges will be done entirely by the 
local militia. Lieutenant C. R. Satterlee, 
inspector of rifle practice, has given assur- 
ances that he will have this declared an 
official range for the state as soon as it 
has been established. This and the rang 
now at Camp Northen near Griffin will be 
the only official ranges in the state.

Lee Edwards, of Forsyth, Attacked at 
Night by Highwaymen. 


HE FIRED BUT WITHOUT ANY EFFECT 


His Assailants Then Took His Pistol and 
Used It Upom Him—They Got 
$65 of Tax Money: 


Forsyth, Ga. March 21.—(Special.)—While 
returning to this city from Julictt last 
vignt Bailiff Lee Edawrds wus waylaid 
by two negro footpads and after being bru- 
tally beaten into insensibility, was shot and 
robbed by his assailants. 

The attack was made on Mr. Edwards 
about three miles from. Juliette. Mr. Ed- 
warcs was on horseback. While riding 
through a dense wood, two men sprang 
from behind a tree and grasping his horse 
by the bridle commanded the young man 
to halt. 

Instantly Mr. Edwards drew his pistol 
and fired at the man on his right. As he 
fired his horse gave a lunge and broke the 
saddle girth, throwing him to the ground. 
Mr. Edwards quickly jumped to his feet 
and fired the second time, but without 
effect, as one of his assailants dealt him a 
terrific blow with a large stick, knockin 
him senseless, The robbers then wrenches 
the pistol from his hand and shot him 
throigh the arm. 

Mr. Edwards’s pockets were rifled and 
$65 and his gold watch and chain were 
taken. 

As the scene of the assault was in a re- 
mote place, the nearest residence being a 
mile away, the robbers easily escaped, leav- 
ing their victim, as they supposed, dead. 

he unfortunate young man was found 
early this morning in an unconscious con- 
dition and carried to Juliette, where he was 
given prompt medical attention. The affair 
has caused intense excitement at Julitte, 
and public opinion se2ms ty be divided as to 
whether the robbers were white or black. 
The night was very dark and it was impossi- 
ble .for Mr. Edwards to tell whether the 
men were black or white; if white, he 
— confident they had their faces black- 
ened. 

Some time ago Mr. Edwards left a num- 
ber of tax fi. fas. with Mr. R. L. Williams, 
at Juliette, for collection. He went down 
yesterday for the purpose of getting the 
money to make a return of what Mr. 
Williams had collected. Several negroes 
were in the store when the money was 
paid over to Mr. Edwards, and it is 
thought by some that two of the negroes 
were the ones that made the attack on 
the bailiff. This is only a surmise, how- 
ever, 

Sheriff George Newton and Deputy King 
left tnis morning for Juliette, to obtain, if 
possible, a clue to the robbery. 

Mr. Edwards was brought to the city 
this morning and th®ugh his wounds are 
serious it is not thought that they will 
prove fatal. 


INDICTED FOR MURDER. 


The Trial of Sheriff McAllister Is Set

SPLICING OUT THEIR SALARIES 


By Selling Seeds Furnished by the 
Government for Free Distribution. 
Washington, March 21.—Secretary Mor- 

ton’s next annual report, it is stated, will 

set out in detalfl, with names and accom- 
panying particulars, the facts in a trans- 
action which will make interesting read- 
ing. Some weeks ago Mr. Morton wrote 

to the purchasing agent of the seed di- 

vision of the department informing him 

that members of congress had been 
charged with disposing of their seeds in 

a way other than was contemplated by 

law and instructing him to either verify 

or disprove these charges in the most 
substantial way. 

In less than a week the agent brought 
to the secretary the written wrier of a 
member of the house of representatives for 
his entire quota of seeds, which he pro- 
posed to sell to the department’s agent for 
the sum of $75. The purchase was di- 
rected to be made, and instead of cash 
the agent gave his check, which was 
properly endorsed by the vender and the 
money was withdrawn from the bank. So 
it happens that Secretary Morton now has 
the seeds issued to this member turned 
over on his written order, and also the 
check through which the money was paid 
and bearing the signature of the member 
who sold the seeds. The department 
officials decline to mention the name of 
the congressman now or to locate him, 
but the assurance is given that the whole 
transaction, names and all, will appear 
in the report asa striking example of the 
evil to which the secretary has so fre- 
quently called the attention of congress. 

The full quota of seeds furnished a 
member of congress by the department 
consists, on an average, of 1,400 packages 
of flower seeds, 15,000 of vegetable and 
eighty-two quarts of field seeds, grasses, 
etc. The total cost of this quota to the 
department is between $225 and $245. The 
department in this transaction got the 
whole lot back for $75. The secretary is 
making an effort to abolish the free dis- 
tribution of seeds entirely, for the rea- 
son that it has grown into an evil that was 
never contemplated when the original law 
was enacted. 


A MISSISSIPPI DUEL. 


The Aim Was True and Both Fell 
Dead, Shot Through the Heart. 
Koscisoko, Miss., March 21.—News has 

reached here of a fatal duel with rifles be- 
tween Dan Summers, a young white man, 
and e Allen, colored, near Carthage, 
twenty-five miles from here. Summers and 
Allen had a fistic encounter Saturday, in 
which the negro was worsted. He left the 
spot ‘threatening vengeance. Both men 
armed themselves and waited for each 
other. They met on the road this morning 
and both fired at the same time. Hach 
shot went through the heart and both 
fell dead on the spot. 


Sale of the Race Track. 

New York, March 21.—The sale of Mon- 
mouth Park race track and appurtenances 
took place at the courthouse at Freehold, 
N. J., today. Henry P. White, special mas- 
ter of chancery, Was the auctioncer. 

Lot No. 1, which comprised the old and 
new race tracks) ‘and all the buildings, 
grandstands, stables, dwelling houses and 
other appurtenances, was knocked down to 
Judge A. C. Monson and W. J. Cassett for 
$50,000. This was the only bid. 

Lot No. 2, the hotel and grounds, went 
to the same persons for $10,000. This was 
also the only bid. Messrs Monson and Cas- 
sett represented the bondholders.

Last night an armed party of white 
people went to a negro church for the pur- 
pose of getting at the facts. Three negroes 
—Dan Dawson, Will and Jessie Holman— 
were arrested and carried before Justice 
Shirley for trial on the charge of arson. 
ag were found guilty and committed to 
ail. 

Great excitement prevails in the neighbor- 
hood and threats of lynching the culprits 
have been made. This morning four more 
negroes were arrested and turned over to 
the sheriff. There is an intense strain be- 
tween the two races at Sardis, and it will 
not take much more to produce a war of 
extermination of all the negroes suspected 
of complicity in the different burnings.

POSES NUDE ON THE STAGE. 


The Latest and Most Amazing of Liv- 
ing Pictures in New York. 


From The New York Sun, 

A graceful young woman has been start- 
ling Casino audiences since last Monday 
evening by her vivid representations in the 
Nahl-Bradley bronze statuary, She does 
not wear even fleshings; in fact, save for a 
sort of sash that covers a part of one 
shoulder and her hips, she is absolutely 
nude, The tint of her flesh is concealed by 
a coating of bronze dust, which »accentu- 
ates, but does not soften, the symmetrical 
curves of her for:n, She is Bertie Bache, 
and she told yesteraay how she happened 
to appear in her remarkable posings. She 
said: . 

“When some women see me, perfectly 
nude, at the Casino, they exclaim, “The 
brazen thing! Who is she? How can she 
do it?” Yet some of them may do things 
that I wouldn’t dream of doing. I'll tell 
you how I came to pose undraped, It all 
came about so gradually that when I stop 
to think of it I am startled. If any one 
had told’ me three years ago that I would 
stand before a vast audience with no cov- 
ering except a coat of bronze paint, lI 
would not have believed it. 

“TI was born right here in New York, of 
German parents. My father was well-to- 
do, and gave me a good education, I speak 
French and German as fluently as I do 
English. We had not only the comforts, 
but the luxuries of life, My father died 
suddenly, and we found ourselves penniless. 


I knew I must work. What could I do? | 


There are not so very many.ways for a 
woman to earn her living legitimately. It 
vas especially hard for oue who had never 
thought of self-support, 

“I had many friends among well known 
artists here in the city, and my fine figure 
was often a subject of comment among 
them. Several of them asked me to pose 
for them, It was an easy and a quick way 
to make money, so I clutched at it eagerly. 
I wouldn’t pose for the men undraped, how- 
ever; but I did for two or three women ar- 
tists. I was very anxious to go on the 
stage, as I had a well trained voice and a 
good figure, My artist friends were inter- 
ested in me and gave me letters to Mr. 
Hammerstein. That was just at the begin- 
ning of the living picture craze, 

“I was engaged immediately to pose as 
Venus in the Venus and Tannhauser group, 
and as Diana in the triple picture, Diana- 
Aurora-La Luna. This wasn't the work I 
wanted to do, but I took it, and the next 
thing I knew I was famous for fine posing. 
I was the only one found among 500 appli- 
cants whose figure was equal to posing as 
Venus, and this 1 have done every night 
for the last six months right rere in New 
York. 

“About ten days ago Mr. Aronson of the 
Casino sent for me and made me a very 
flattering offer. I was taken a little off my 
feet when I learned that I was expected 
to pose merely in a coat of bronze paint, 
but I concluded that silk tights don't 
amount to much in the way of covering, 
ard signed with him. 

“No human being can imagine what my 
feelings are while preparing to pose and 
while going through the ordeal. First, my 
rraid rubs my body thoroughly with a prep- 
aration resembling veseline. Then she 
dusts a fine bronze powder over me until I 
fairly glisten. I have the strangest sensa- 
tions when this powder is being put on. 

“When I meunt the pedestal I forget the 
audience entirely. A model must feel her 
part just as an actress should, and the 
mental strain is equal to the physical. Of 
course, it is terrible on the nerves.” 

When asked if she was afraid of any evil 
effects from the use of the paint, Miss 
Bache said: 

“Truthfully speaking, I am. I have to go 
through the process of a Turkish bath every 
night to get it off, and this is reducing me 
very much. In fact, I f-cl miserably physi- 
cally and don’t think I can stand it much 
longer. I don’t think the bronze statuary 
as pretty as the living pictures. Very often 
one’s chief beauty lies in a fine complexion 
and facial expression. The cosmetics used 
in making up for the pictures heighten 
these, whereas this bronze paint hardens 
the features.

This being so, it seems to us that those 
who represent the organized public 
spirit of the city—the mayor and council, 
the Chamber of Commerce, and other 
bodies—also have a duty to perform. 
They rest under a moral contract with 
the public te forward the exposition 
and to insure its success by every means 
in their power. They can best carry 
out this contract by originating and pro- 
moting a movement that has for its end 
the comfortable accommodation of 
those who come here at Atlanta’s invi- 
tation to attend the great exposition.

This statement 
renders acute the chronic alarm of Edi- 
tor Godkin, and .his contortions are fear- 
ful to behold. Here we have cause and 
effect aptly illustrated. The Allianca 
outrage makes Mr. Whitney's blood boil, 
and the boiling of Mr. Whitney’s blood 
causes Editor Godkin’s toryism to bub- 
ble. 

“Are we savages? Are we barba- 
rians?” scre>ms Godkin, and as there 
is nobody among the dumfounded spec- 
tators to make any reply to this, the 
frightened tory goes on to intimate that 
the way to avenge an insult to the 
United States is to wait uniil it is re- 
peated, and then wait to see whether 
the attacking party is in earnest about 
it. 

The fear of the tory editor of The 
Evening Post is that this country will 
be under the necessity of thrashing out 
some foreign power and thus disturb 
our gold basis. But Godkin is far afield. 
The British bankers who are now “pro- 
tecting” our treasury by controlling our 
financial affairs are also in complete 
control of the politicians who have the 
interests of this government in charge. 

We think there would be no risk in 
predicting that the Cleveland adminis- 
tration will never engage in any serious 
dispute with England, no matter what 
the provocation, so long as British bank- 
ers are in contcol of affairs at Wasb- 
ington. 


The Woman’s Building. 

The women’s board of managers will 
meet today to take action in reference 
to the alteration of the plans for the 
woman’s building of the exposition. The 
lowest bid received for the erection of 
the building, after the plan of Miss Mer- 
cur, the architect, was $32,000. This 
bid called for the erection of a perma- 
nent structure and not one designed to 
last through only the period of the ex- 
position. It was originally Intended 
that the woman’s building should cost 
$15,000 and more than $20,000 has al- 
ready been raised through the earnest- 
ness and the activity of the women of 
Atlanta. It is now found that Miss 
Mercur can alter her plans ss that the 
building can be erected for about $20,- 
000. To do this it will be necessary to 
sacrifice the idea of certain features of 
permanent interior decoration on the 
lines of the original plan. These plans, 
however, so far as a permanent build- 
ing is concerned, can be used and the 
frame work and the substantial features 
of the building can be-retained. It is 
only the decorative work and the other 
interior finishing which must be changed 
to bring the erection of the building 
within the limit of reasonable cost. 

With the alterations proposed by Miss 
Mercur the woman’s board ain, for 
about $20,0%0, secure substantially the 
same results that the lowest bid would 
have given. It is to be hoped that the 
woman’s board of managers at their 
meeting today will accept the altera- 
tions proposed by Miss Mercur, and that 
the erection of the building will be au- 
thorized if it can be done at approxi- 
mately $20,000. To do this it will be 
necessary for the several committees to 
combine their funds, which, of course, 
they will readily do, thus raising the 
money necessary to erect the building. 
Throughout the entire progress of the 
exposition movement the women of the 
city have shown the true Atlanta spirit 
and have even set the men a pattern 
in the earnestness and enthusiasm 
which they have thrown into their 
work. It would never do to advertise 
again for plans for the woman’s build- 
ing, foy this would cause a delay which 
time does not justify. The alterations 
proposed by Miss Mercur should be ac- 
cepted by the woman’s board at its 
meeting today, and the work of con- 
struction should begin as soon as pos- 
sible. | 


A Brighter Real Estate Outlook. 

The new impetus given to Atlanta by 
the approaching exposition and by the 
well-founded expectation of better times 
is having a good effect upon city real 
estate. 

All through the recent depression At- 
lanta dirt has held its own, and its own- 
ers have been unwilling to part with it 
except at good prices.

We may stand still in a period of 
depression, but when it is over there 
will be a leap forward. The city will 
never go backward. 

Already we see indications of a re- 
viving real estate market this spring, 
and there is great inter@st in the com- 
ing auction of the Equitable Land Com- 
pany on the 27th instant. At that time 
there will be an auction sale of thirty 
acres, 100 choice residence lots, on 
beautiful streets near the center of the 
city. This tract is known as the Central 
park property,.and while it is the 
largest body of real estate ever sold at 
one time in Atlanta, all the indications 
point to numerous bidders and good 
prices. 

We do not want any boom in real es- 
tate, but we are gratified to see that 
the demand for it is increasing, and 
that there is every prospect of a rising 
market from now on. People are just 
beginning to open their eyes to the mag- 
nitude of the exposition, and they know 
that it will add tremendously to our 
population and _ business. Naturally 
shrewd capitalists and those with a. lit- 
tle surplus money want to get hold of 
city lots at present prices. They know 
that if they wait a few months there 
will be a big rise. 

We are glad to see this activity in real 
estate circles. It is a sign of prosperity 
and progress. 


Coming to Georgia. 

The Georgia fever has struck Ohio. A 
Marion, O., special says: 

The scheme to colonize -he old soldiers 
of the late war is finding favor in this coun- 
ty. The plan is to buy 100,000 acres of land 
in some part of the United States, at a low 
figure, and dividé it among the contribu- 
tors to the fund, not permitting any one 
person to own more than 100 acres. The 
amount raised is estimated at $150,000, and 
the number so far who have invested aggre- 
gate 14,000, Indiana, Illinois, lowa, “Ohio, 
Michigan and Wisconsin furnishing the 
greater number. Many who have entered 
into the scheme expect the land will be 
purcnased in Georgia. The money collected 
for the enterprise is kept in safe deposit 
until the tract of land suitable for the pur- 
pose is purchased, and the number of 
Shares is limited, so all may have an equal 
chance. It is claimed that land can be 
bougnt in Georgia at a low price, which 
is held at the option of the management, 
and as soon as sufficient money is raised 
to pay for it the colony will be organized, 
and possession wii! be taken at once, and 
the improvement of the land will begin, 
making new homes for those who are now 
awaiting results. 

At iust accounts the loeation of the 
colony had not been positively deter- 
mined, but there is a strong feeling in 
favor of Georgia. If the ex-union sol- 
diers come here they will doubtless 
make good citizens, and they will be well 
received. As a rule, the men who did 
their duty in the war on both sides can 
be trusted anywhere. There are no 
better Americans than the ex-confeder- 
ate and ex-union soldiers, and this fact is 
well known, north and south. The 
colony will make no nalstake if it settles 
in Georgia. 
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The Monroe Doctrine on Trial. 

The Monroe doctrine has been a part 
of our national policy for the past 
three-quarters of a century. It has 
been re-asserted by various administra- 
tions, democratic and republican, and 
it has caused the South American repub- 
lics to look upon our republic as their 
natural ally. 

The Monroe doctrine, briefly stated, 
is « declaration that the people of the 
United States will not suffer the acqui- 
sition of new territory or the new estab- 
lishment of monarchial institutions upon 
this hemisphere. Until recently it has 
not been thought that any great Euro- 
pean power would act in such a manner 
as to make it necessary for us to en- 
force this doctrine, but the present com- 
plications in Venezuela and Nicaragua 
are undoubtedly threatening. The Chi- 
cago Times-Herald says of the situation: 

It is possible that the demand made by 
Great Britain on Nicaragua is excessive, 
and if enforced to the letter would, in effect, 
annihilate the sovereignty of that republic 
and erect upon its ruln a monarchial es- 
tablishment, which, under a fair construc- 
tion of the Monroe doctrine, would be re- 
repugnant to the determination of 
the people of the United States 
not to permit any republican form 
of government on this continent to be over- 
borne by and supplanted with a foreign 
monarchy. This aspect of the contention 
between Great Pritain and Nicaragua will 
receive full consideration at the hands of 
the president and secretary of state. 

The British, in the event of their fail- 
ure to collect u cash indemnity from 
Nicaragua for the expulsion of their 
ccnsul, will probably attempt to occupy 
its territory, and it is a well-known fact 
that they have seized and propose to 
hold a large share of Venezuelan terri- 
tory, and are now reaching out for 
more in satisfaction of debts due British 
subjects. This is precisely the same 
gime that was played in Egypt, and the 
United States cannot submit to it with- 
out abandoning the Monroe doctrine. 
The Venezuelan situation is serious be- 
cause both France and Germany are 
displeased with that country, and Ger- 
man war vessels are expected to join the 
British fleet in Central and South Ameri- 
can waters. 

Evidently, we are about to see the 
Monroe doctrine severely tested. This 
is the view of farseeing American 
statesmen, and El Pardido, the semi- 
official paper of Mexico, speaks out as 
follows: 

Venezuela finds herself in &@ position to- 
wards Europe analogous to that of Mexico 
before French -intervention, which was an 
epoch in which every petty consul, and, 
with more reason, every foreign minister 
was continually intermeddling with Mex- 
ico’s international affairs, besides creating 
difficulties for the country abroad. Butt 
when Juarez shot down imperialism in the 
person of Maximilian this intrusiveness 
ceased. 

El Pardido calls on all the Americas to 
combine to compel Europe to cease med- 
dling in this hemisphere. 

In addition to England and Germany 
we may have to meet the opposition of 
France and Belgium if we stand by 
Venezuela, as we are now in honor 
bound to do under the resolution of 
congress which demands that England 


‘shall arbitrate her differences with 


| orous action on our part. 


| Veneguela, and not occupy her territory. 
Germany, like England, wants money 
or land, and France and Belgium are 
mad as hornets because their ministers 
have been expelled from’ Venezuela. 

To cap the climax, the British insist 
that if they arbitrate matters with Nica- 
ragua no American citizen shall sit on 
the commission. Here is not only a 
defiance of the Monroe doctrine but an 
insult to the United States. 

We are rapidly approaching the point 
where it will be necessary for us to 
notify Europe that her aggressions in 
this quarter will be resisted by us with 
the whole power of our army and navy. 
If we ure not prepared to make this an- 
nouncement, then we must ignominious- 
ly abandon our policy and suffer im- 
perialism to overrun Central and South 
America. 

Our strained relations with Spain do 
not involve the Monroe doctrine, but 
they nevertheless call for firm and vig- 
So it will be 
seen that our government has enough 
to engage its attention for sometime to 
come.

THE REASON WAY 


Certain Investments Are Not Permitted 
in Georgia 


IS NOW UNDER INVESTIGATION 


By Order of Gevernor Atkinson—He Is 
After Fire and Life Insurance Com- 
Denies Which Boyoott Georgie.

The report will be ready in a few days, 
anc upon it the governor will issue a 
rirging address to the people of Georgia, 
if certain anticipated facts materialize. 

It is well known that in certain states 
there are statutes which prohibit the invest- 
ment of trust funds except under conditious 
which amount to a boycott of other sec- 
tions. Then again, there are fire and life 
insurance companies which, either by their 
charter or by resolution of their directors, 
refuse or decline to invest any of their 
money in certain states. There are also 
companies which, while they lend money, 
pay out silver and yet demand steel-clad 
gold security. 

“I think,” said the governor yesterday, 
“that a country which is g00d enough to 
be drained of its money by corporations, 
should be good enough to be the seat of 
some of its investments. It is intolerable 
that millions of money should be lifted up 
and carried out of the state which is black- 
listed by the gatherers when it comes to 
the question of investment. I have been 
informed that there are corpurations engag- 
ed in collecting premiums in Georgia whose 
officers never have a good word to say 
for the state, but, on the cortrary, criticise 
the people and denounce them. It is not 
asking too much to demand that those who 
solicit our business should pay us a decent 
amount of respect. If there are such com- 
panies in the state, no matter whether the 
inhibition is in their charter or a statute of 
the state of their domicile, it is proper that 
the pecple and the people’s representatives 
srould have full knowledge of it. Those 
who come to seek our business must not 
come casting shadows upon either the value 
of our property or the character of our 
people.’’ 

The Questions Submitted. 

The following is the letter written by 
Governor Atkinson to Comptroller General 
Wright: 

“State of Georgia, Executive Office, At- 
lauta, March 16, 189%.—Hon. W. A. Wright, 
Comptrolier General. My Dear Sir—I will! 
thank you to furnish me with the following 
information with reference to each life and 
lire insurance compapby doing business in 
this state: 

“1. What is the total investment of each 
of these companies? 

“2. How much of its total investinent is 
in bonds of the state of Georgia? 

“3. How much is secured by Heng on Geor- 
gia real estate? 

“4. How much is invested in bonds of 
the counties and municipalities of this 
state? 

“5S. What is the total amount of assets 
of each invested or loaned in this state? 

“6. What is the total income of each of 
these companies received from its business 
in Georgia? 

‘7. is there any provision in the charter 
of these companies or in the laws of the 
Siates in which their home offices are locat- 
ed which prchibits them from making in- 
vestments either tn Georgia staie bonds, 
or loans in Georgia real estate, or invest- 
ment in our county or municipal bonds? 

“I would like this information at an early 
date, as it may be of some service to me 
in floating the issue of (ieorgia bonds which 
must soon be put upon the market, and for 
the additicnal reason that I think it due 
to the peopie of the state that the position 
of each one of these companies, who are 
taking money annually from Georzia, to- 
ward our people and our business interests, 
should be known to the public; so that in 
doing business with insurance companies, 
our people may have an opportunity of 
trarsacting their business with those corm- 
panies whicn are most friendly to Georgia 
and to ovr interests. and which show the 
greatest disposition to invest momey here 
and aid us in developing the resources of 
our state. 

“With best wishes, Iam yours obediently, 

“W. Y. ATKINSON, Governor.” 

The comptroller general is now at work 
collecting the facts upon which he may pre- 
pare his answer to the governor. The dis- 
cussion which will naturally grow out ef 
this proceeding will be productive of good, 
for it will insist upon the wiping out of 
all discriminations against Georgia, either 
by other states or by corporations. 

In other words, there will he free trade 
in Georgia for those who give it and those 
who refuse it must live to themselves. 


JOHN CARR OUT OF JAIL. 


He Was Liberated Yesterday Morning 
on His Own Recognizance. 

Upon the recommendation of Solocitor 
Charley Hill, Judge Richard Clark signed 
an order yesterday morning releasing John 
Carr on’ his own recognizance. 

John Carr was jailed on August 30th in 
company with B. E. Bailey, charged with 
being an accessory before and after the 
fact in the killing of Captain King by Alex 
Carr. Bailey was tried and was found not 
guilty. John Carr’s bond was then placed 
at $2,000, a sum which he was unable to 
give. 

Before leaving, Carr insisted upon tele- 
phoning to his attorneys, the Messrs. Ar- 
nold, and he was instruced to come at once 
to their office. This he did, taking with 
him all his belongings. In the meantime, 
Alex Carr is still in a cell by himself, 
thovgh it is likely that John Carr would go 
back to jail and take care of him if Sheriff 
Barnes would permit it. 


MAY BE RELEASED TODAY. 


If Papers for Shackelford Do Not 
Reach Here Today He May Go Free. 
Requisition papers for Detective Shackel- 

ford had not been presented to Governor 

Atkinson at a late hour last night, and he 

had received no information regarding their 

arrival. In the meantime the detective is 
under arrest, but is still allowed to remain 
in the custody of a special officer. 
Governor Atkinson, in regard to Shackel- 

ford’s bond, said yesterday morning that 
it was a matter for the courts; that a writ 
of habeas corpus could be sued out and that 
the judge of the superior court could set a 
bond accordingly. He also stated that if 
due diligence in getting the papers here by 
today was not used, he would order the 
detective’s release. It is more than likely 
that Deputy Sheriff Holcombe will reach 
the city some time this morning. 


MILLER BROS. BOUGHT THE STOCK. 


They Paid $20,175 in Cash for the 
Fair’s Unidentified Stock. 

The bids for the unidentified stock of the 
fair were opened yesterday morning in 
Judge Lumpkin’s chambers, Bids were ad- 
vertised for some time ago by the receivers, 
John W. Grant and Jacob Haas, and about 
fifty were sent in. 

The largest bid was that of Miller Bros., 
of Chattanooga, the firm that purchased the 
Dougherty stock. The amount of his bid 
was $20,17% cash. It was accepted, The 
next highest bid was $18,075.35. The stock 
is a large one, and it will be put upon the 
retail market at once.

WHAT OF MONDAY? 


The Commissioners Say That the Board 
Will Reorganize at Next Meeting. 


CAPTAIN ENGLISH IS INDIGNANT 


He Says That the Action of the Geaeral 
Council Was Unwarranted and ~, 
Without Authority. 


Will the board of police commissteners 
organize at their meeting Monday after- 
noon? 

The placing of Mayor King at the head 
of affairs by the passage of the ordinance 
of Councilman Nelms, and the mayor’s sub- 
sequent approval, has provoked the ques- 
tion as to whether he will remain chair- 
man after Monday afternoon. 

There appears to be no prospect for the 
deadlock to be broken except the state- 
ments of the commissioners themselves. 
All of them are firmly of the opinion that 
the differences will be adjusted and every- 
thing harmonized before the meeting for 
the election of police officers comes on. 

Mayor King did not wish to express 
himself concerning the Nelms ordinance or 
its approval yesterday afternoon. It was 
his opinion, however, that the permanent 
organization of the board will be effected 
at the next meeting. 

“I see no reason why the board will not 
organize,”” he said. “I believe that the 
members will get together and fix perma- 
nent organization. 

“All of us are intent upon serving the 
interests of the city, and there is no de- 
sire with any one to engender discord. All 
of us are determined to harmonize mat- 
ters, and I have no doubt but that a per- 
manent chairman will be named at our 
next meeting.” 

Commissioner Johnson, who is supported 
by Mayor King and Commissioner Broth- 
erton ror the chairmanship, thinks, also, 
that an organization will be made. 

“This clash in the beginning will have 
no eliect upon the board and the final se- 
lection of officers,” said Mr. Johnson. 
“These preliminary difficulties will all be 
smoothed over and everything settled when 
we select the permanent chairman. 

“This talk about politics and the board 
is all stuff in reference to the coming elec- 
tion. I believe that no man will be con- 
troiled by preference or prejudice. When 
we go there we are sworn to vote for 
those men whom we conscientiously think 
are best fitted for the places. ‘There will 
be no political policy to follow out, or, as 
has been intimated, 
pay, that is, as far as 1 am concerned, and 
I think I know the sentiment of the rest 
of the mefmbers. There will be no political 
color to the election.’’ 

Captain English Talks. 

Captain English is indignant over the 
action of council in naming the mayor the 
presiding officer of the board. He declares 
that it is against the law creating the body 
and primarily in violation of the specifica- 
tions of the city charter. - 

“I understand all this,” he said. “It is 
all a part of a political plot formed months 
ago to defeat me. I can see through the 
whole thing, and I regret it, not because 1 
desire any office or wish to have control, 
vut the injection of politics into the police 
department means its deterioration. It is 
my object alone to serve the best interesis 
of the city, and whatever I can do for 
building up that part of the city with 
which for the last thirteen years I have 
been in ‘touch, I shall exert every effort 
to do, and no man or set of men shall dic- 
tate to me how 1 shall stand, 

“This action of council is unauthorized 
and unjust. There was 2 unanimous 
agreement at our last meeting as to who 
should be chairman during the interregnum. 
No formal vote, of course. was taken but 
every commissioner expressed himself, and 
a common consent was reached. 

“Now, the absurdity of the city council 
taking this matter up is what I cannot un- 
derstand. Their action was uncalled for 
and unwarranted. 

“I have had no consultation with the rest 
of the members, and really do not know 
what they think, but I should say that we 
will organize permanently at the meeting 
next Monday.”’ 

He Differs with Judge Anderson. 

As to whether the council legally had 
the right to name the temporary chair- 
man is a question upon which Colonel W. 
C. Glenn, who has kept up with the tangle 
and who has examined the charter fully, 
differs with Judge Anderson. 

“The object of the creation of the com- 
mission,’”” he said, “‘was to separate en- 
tirely the police affairs from politics. It 
was to accomplish a complete divorce be- 
tween the two, and that is why one com- 
missioner is elected at one time, another 
at another, and thus on, so as to keep the 
board from the control of one political ele- 
ment. The board was created for this pur- 
pose. 

“Now, for the city council to say who 
shall preside is in direct violation of the 
very principles that created it. 

“There is another view to take of the 
affair. The council and the board of po- 
lice commissioners are two distinct bodies, 
and the absurdity of one body to presume 
to take unto itself the authority of 
dictating the , presiding officer ot 
another is apparent. The —srespcnsi- 
bility for reorganization rests alone 
with the board. If the commissioners can- 
not organize themselves, clearly the city 
council has no right to organize the board 
for them,”’ 

Colonel Glenn says that he strongly be- 

lieves that it is against the city charter 
for the council to interfere. 
' In the meantime the meeting of the board 
next Monday will be awaited with great 
interest. The commissioners say that re- 
organization will be effected, but there 
are those who declare that the deadlock 
will stand, and that Mayor King will con- 
tinue chairman through the year:

It was learned that after leaving At- 
lanta he made his way to Hopkinsville, 
Ky., where he victimized the merchants 
of Cincinnati and Nashville to the extent 
of $5,000. 

In the same manner he did work in 
Texas last year, where he caught the 
Wells-Fargo Express Company, who traced 
up his real name and obtained several 
photographs of the man. 

The detectives of the express company 
are on a warm trail and it is probable that 
the clever swindler will be soon brought 
to bay.

POR LIGHT AND POWER 


Mr. Atkinson’s Plan for the Electrical 
Bquipment of the Exposition. 


APPROVED BY THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Plan Is an Blaborate One—The W o- 
man’s Building Difficulty Will Be 
Disposed of Today. 


Mr. H. M. Atkinson's elaborate plans 
for supplying electric lights and power for 
the exposition grounds were approved by 
the finance committee yesterday and will 
be adopted by the executive board this 
afternoon. 

The plans are complete tn every respect 
and represent many hours of labor and 
study on the part of Mr. Atkinson. They 
are satisfactory in every way and every 
member of the exposition board who has 
seen them has complimented Mr. Atkin- 
s0n on the thoroughness and ability with 
which he has performed his task. 

The plans contemplate the lighting of 
the exposition grounds in the most bril- 
liant manner. At nights the park and 
buildings will be as bright as day. The 
electrical building and the flower garden, 
which are to be located inside the enclosure 
now used as a race track, will be particu- 
larly bright with lights. The electrical 
building will be a perfect blaze of glory 
and will shine to heaven. : 

Several months ago the very difficult 
task of arranging for the electrical needs 
of the exposition was given into the hands 
of Mr. H. M. Atkinson. He went to work 
thus early to get the work in shape. He 
corresponded with all of the leading elec- 
trical firms of the country. Many of the 
firms were loath to give ear to his ap- 
peals. They had had very unsatis‘actory 
experiences at the world’s fair and did not 
relish the prospect of a repetition of those 
experiences. It required a great deal of 
urging and a mass of convincing argu- 
ment to get them to finally take hold of 
the matter, but they did so at last, and 
now Mt. Atkinsen has interested in the 
work a number of the leading firms in 
the country. 

Mr. Atkinson submitted the result of his 
labors to the board two days ago. His plan 
was for an electrical plant of 1,000 horse

The electric plant will be located in the 
machinery building. There will be a num- 
ber of dynamos and generators. 

Mr. Atkirson stated yesterday that the 
outlook for the electrical exhibit was ex- 
cellent. 

“Space is being taken every day,” said 
he. “I am getting letters by every mail 
asking about the exhibit. Many of the 
largest elsctrical {firms have already de- 
cided on big exhibits aad are preparing dis- 
plays that will be splendid to look upon.” 

The Woman’s Building Mni<er. 

The difficulty arising over the bids for 
the construction cf the woman’s bpilding 
Tas not yet been disposed of, but Will be 
today.

| A FORWARD STEP. 


Sidewalks in the Basiness Center of the 
City to Be Newly Paved. 


STONE FLAGGING IS TO BE PROVIDED 


It Will Be a Great Improvement, and 
Will Add Much to the City’s Ap- 
pesrance. 


At the meeting of the aldermanic board 
yesterday afternoon an important step was 
taken towards the improvement of the 
streets in the business center of the city. 

At the meeting of the city council on Feb- 
ruary 4th, Councilman Day, chairman of the 
street committee, introduced a resolution 
providing for the paving of sidewalks in the 
business portion of the city, with stone 
flagging, at the expense of the property 
owners on the streets where work was 
done, Zhe resolution named the following 
streets: 

Whitehall, from Trinity avenue to rail- 
road; Alabama, from Loyd to railroad; 
Pryor, from Mitchell to Peachtree; Loyd, 
from Hunter to Decatur; Broad, from 
Mitchell to Peachtree; Peachtree, ‘from 
railroad to Bilis; Decatur, from Peachttee 
to Loyd; Marietta, from Peachtree to For- 
syth; Edgewood avenue, from Peachtree 
to Pryor; Wall, from Peachtree to Loyd, 
and Hunter from Pryor to Forsyth. 

The resolution provides that unless prop- 
erty Owners commeénce work and complete 
it in sixty days then the commissioner 
of public works shall have the work done 
at the expense of the owners. 

The resolution also provides that the city 
engineer shall have authority to examine 
all sidewalks and to report all portions of 
the streets where walks have been laid 
in keeping with the requirements of the 
new law, in case it should go into force, 

The payments for this work are to cover 
a period of four years. The first payment 
is to be one-quarter of the total cost and 
the others are to follow in one, two and 
three years with 7 per cent interest. The 
contractors doing the work ure to give a 
gilt-edge bond as a guarantee vf all side- 
walks. put down. 

At the last meeting of the council Mr. Day 
introduced an ordinance appropriating $25 
to be used for advertising for bids for the 
work. This ordinance called for bids on both 
flagging and hexagon walks. The alder- 
manic board passed this ordinance yester- 
day afternoon and bids will he advertised 
for at once. 

The resolution has not yet been acted on 
by the street committee, having been re- 
ferred to that body by the council. At the 
next meeting of the committce it will 
be taken up and probably passed without 
any opposition whatever. 

Councilman Day Talks. 

‘T want,”’ said Councilman Day last night, 
“all of the property owners that are inter- 
ested in this movement, to know just what 
I want done, They should all be given an 
opportunity to be heard, if they want to, I do 
not want any one to say this thing was 
done before they knew it or have any 
cause to complain. These improvements 
are absolutely necessary. Many of the side- 
walks in the business section of the city 
were put down out. of scraps just after the 
war. 

‘Under my resoluton all portions of the 
city where there are good sidewalks would 
be exempt, so there would be no tearing up 
of good streets and no unnecessary expense 
to any one. 

“As I understand the cost for these walks, 
a property owner who has a fifty-foot front- 
age woukl be put to an expense of 
about $200 for the stone flagging. This 
would require a cash payment of only $50. 
This would not be hard on any one and 
would be worth thousands of dollars to the 
property so improved,” 


THE QUESTION OF HOTELS. 
Mr. T. C. DeLeon Has Some Practical 
Suggestions to Offer. 

Referring to The Constitution’s expression 
of yesterday on the necessity of prepara- 
tion to receive and care for the expected 
influx of exposition visitors, Mr. T. C. De- 
Leon said lest night: . 

“The Constitution’s views are eminently 
practical ani none too early expressed. To 
me it seems a duty that every business man 
owes to his own best interests, to aid the 
formulation and systematizing the fa- 
cilities for accommodation. Your paper did 
not over-estimate the harm that a few dis- 
satisfied, uncared for, or overcharged people 
cculd do; and that sort of ill report noto- 
riously travels further and faster than good, 
As Hamlet advised of the players’, it is 
worse than a bad epitaph when you are 
dead. 

“It is calculated that almost any city 
can—under strain and for special temporary 
eccasion—almost double her population 
without distress. At the Baltimore ‘Oriole,’ 
which I designed and managed, over 220,000 
strangers were officially reported to have 
visited the city by rail and stamboat lines. 
At the bi-centenary pageant, at Albany, 
N. Y., one line alone reported over 90,000 
passengers, and thai city’s population is 
abcut that of Atlanta. In both cases there 
was some crowding, but I heard no echo of 
complaint. 

“The plan adopted there, as well as at 
the national drill at Washington, and at 
other similar events I have been connected 
with, was very simple. A bureau of public 
comfort eariy lsted the capacity of every 
hotel, boarding and lodging house, restaur- 
ant, etc., possible to obtain. Close canvass 
was made of private families who desired 
to utilize spare rooms, or to take boarders. 
Prices to be charged strangers were dis- 
tinctly stated; and the whole information 
tabulated in book form. Runners and mes- 
sengers, plainly distinguishable, met visitors 
on trains or at depots; found their wants 
and piloted them to the bureau agents at 
each station.

New York, March 21.—The stock market 
during the first hour of business showed a 
little irregularity, the result of realizations 
and orders on the part of bears to check 
the rising tendency of prices.

The Iron Trade. 


Cleveland, O., March 21.—The Iron Trade 
Review says today: 


“The important events of the week in 
the iron trade have been the announcement 
of an advance in coke workers’ wages, with 
a prompt strengthening of the market for 
bessemer pig, and the beginning of nego- 
ttations that in all probability will resuit 
in sales of Lake Superior ores before the 
close of the month. No announcement of 
coke prices has been made as yet, but the 
fact that in a few cases April coke was 
contracted for a short time ago on the 
basis of 2c advance over existing prices for 
every cent advence in mining, leads to the 
belief that tne adyance will be very close 
to 26 cents.

acainst a wage advance. This would mean 
an additional 35 cents advance on a ton of 
coke. The question of ore prices comes up 
next. and it is likely that the beginning 
of another month will give the producers 
of bessemer pig « very definite idea cf the 
com of their mixture on the new basis for 
fuel and ore. Under present conditions the 
coke is to be icoked or in actual transac- 
tions, except for prompt deliverv. In soft 
steel billets there has been little effort 
to do business by either side. Finished 
material for early delivery has been in 
only moderate demand. Wire rodg and wire 
nail mills are busy, and sheet mills are 
well employed. Structural mills are accu- 
mulating a large tcnnage for the second 
quarter of the year.”’

By Private Wire to J. C. Knox, Manager. 

New York, March 21.—it was stil a 
broad, lively market, one of the kind that 
keep people guessing. There is consider- 
able manipulation on the bull side and also 
quite a httle buying on the belief that 
cotton is going to do better. There has 
been considerable realizing of late and no 
one knows when the original bulls will 
quietly slip out and leave the market to 
others, including the outsiders who have 
taken hold of cotton during the past few 
weeks more extensively than at any previ- 
ous period for a long time.

Hubbard Bros. & Co’s. Cotton Letter. 


New York, March 21.—Suminary Hub- 
bard Bros. & Co.’s cotton letter: Noth- 
withstanding the strong advices from 
America the disposition to realize profits on 
the cotton bought at lower prices was so 
strong in Liverpool today as to close that 
market at a decline from last evening's 
prices after an active day, during which 
at one time the quotations were 3-64d high- 
er than yesterday. The impression abroad 
is strongly in favor of reaction, and their 
market reflects this tendency. At home the 
market opened steady at last evening’s 
prices on rumors of a fire in New Orleans, 
which was stated to have destroyed 15,000 
bales, but was unable to maintain the quo- 
tations, as a disposition to realize brought 
many orders into the market, and prices 
quietly declined some ten points, but had 
recovered half the loss despite the easy 
closing of Liverpool. There is undoubtedly 
a strong bull party in the market who 
does not appear to have liquidated any 
portion of their holdings, and, in fact, 
are thought to have increased their pur- 
chases by today’s transactions. During the 
afternoon the market advanced to the best 
prices of the day, but closed barely steady 
on the execution of several large selling 
orders just at the close, which was 6 to 7 
points below last evening.

The demand for staples in bleached cot- 
tons evidences the infiuence which the ad- 
vancing cotton market is having over buy- 
ers, who hitherto have not considered a 
change of policy in the joboing trade. The 
west and east seem to realize the import- 
ance of anticipating future requirements, 
but the nearby trade is not prone to take 
hold with any degree of spirit. Prices are 
consequently firmer than they were a week 
ago and in several quarters there is talk 
of a higher level of prices.

He Has a Long and Interesting Tour 
of the World. 

Bishap Cc. B. Galloway, who has just re- 
turned to this country after an extended 
tour of the world, will be the guest of At- 
lanta for a few days. 

He is expected to reach the city tomorrow 
afternoon and several of the local minis- 
ters will no doubt meet him at the depot. 

The friends of the bishop, however, are 
not by any means restricted to the Metho- 
dist denomination. His admirers are found 
inevery church in the city and his reputa- 
tion as a pulpit orator is coextensive with 
the latitude of the entire country. 

Sunday morning ‘Bishop Galloway will 
occupy the pulpit of ‘Trinity Methodist 
church. At night he will preath at the 
Iirst Methodist church, thus giving the 
people on both sides of the railroad an op- 
portunity to hear him. 

On Monday evening the bishop will deliv 
er a lecture on the Chinese war. and this 
is primarily the object of his visit. Hav- 
ing recently been a resident of the east, 
he is prepared to discuss the subject in all 
its bearings and to give his views as to 
the effect the war will produce upon the 
civilized world. For a number of years 
China and Japan have been the battle 
fields of the missionary, and the idea that 
has long obtained with Christian people is 
that the world’s evangelization lies through 
the religious conquest of China. The ef- 


» fect of the Chinese war, thetefore, is not 


only a pertinent, but, more important still, 
@ vital consideration. 2nd one that is sure 
to interest aii thinking Christians. Bishop 
Galloway, in addition to his opportunities 
for observation, brings to the study of this 
question a logical mind well equipped for 
the presentation of his subject and one 
that will no doubt impress his hearers with 
the strongest views, as wéll as the best in- 
formation, they have yet received concern- 
ing the war in the orient. 

Bishop Galloway has been in the service 
of the church, and has worn the episcopal 
robes, for a number of years. As an ora- 
tor he has no superior in the southern 
Methodist church and his eloquence is 
rivaled by few only in the secular and po- 
itical forums of oratory. For several years 
Bishop Galloway labored for the ehurch of 
his love in an editorial capacity, and the

United States.

A Petition Filed in the Pedera) Coart 
to Prevent It. 


BONDHOLDERS WANT IT POSTPONED 


The Petition Filed by Messrs. F. M. Coker, 
R. F. Maddox and W. D. Grant—It 
Will Be Heard Tomorrow. 


The Atlanta and Florida road will not 
be sold tomorrow. It has again been post- 
poned. 

The sale is likely to be deferred until 
such a time as the condition of the money 
market will make it to the interest of all 
concerned. 

This has not been settled yet, however, 
and Judge Newman has given no intima- 
tion to this effect, but, from the contents 
of a very important legal document filed 
in fhe United States court yesterday after- 
noon, it begins to look as if an extension 
of time might safely be classed as a proba- 
bility. 

The petition was‘signed by Messrs. F. 
M. Coker, R. F. Maddox and W. D. Grant. 
They desired to be made parties defendant 
to the bill of the Central Trust Company 
of New York against the Atlanta and Flor- 
ida railroad and also prayed for an order 
postponing the sale of ew road. 

Under the last order of the court the 
Gate of the sale was fixed for the 23d of 
this month, having been postponed from 
the 9th of March. 

Pending a fuller hearing of the petition 
Judge Newman granted an order postpon- 
ing the sale of the road until March 30th 
and designating the 28d of March as the 
time for hearing the petition. 

The petitioners averred that they were 
the holders of bonds secured by mortgage 
in the following sums: F. M. Coker 333,- 
000, R. F. Maddox $10,000 and W. D. Grant 


' $30,000. The aforesaid mortgage was exe- 


cuted by the-respondent railway to secure 
the payment of $841,000. Since the sale and 
reorganization of the road they had become 
bondholders. in the new company. 

The petitioners placed their bonds in 
the hands of a committee of bondholders, 
A. Duttenhoffer, of New York, being the 
chairman of that committee. By him they 
were placed in the possession of the Cen- 
tral Trust and Banking Company. Dutten- 
hoffer was elected president of the new 
company, but was superseded by Judge 
Henry B. Tompkins, who also held the po- 
sition of legal counsel and directed the 
affairs of the road. 

On August 28, 1894, Rev. A. W. Knight 
Was made a director; September 5th W. 
D. Grant and September 27th F. M. Coker; 
the board of directors consisting of Judge 
H. B. Tompkins, W. D. Grant, A. W. 
Knight, R. C. Alston, T. W. Garrett and 
T. E. Walker. 

The petition then went on to enumerate 
various particulars concerning the roac, 
and concluded by urging the court to grant 
a postponement of the sale. The property, 
they averred, cost in the neighborhood of 
$1,000,000 and to sell it at the present time 
would be a ruinous sacrifice. 

Judge Newman, after reading the peti- 
tion, made a provisional extension until 


March 30th and directed the complainants | 


to show cause before him on March 8d 
at 10 o’clock why the extension should 
not be granted as prayed for in the peti- 
tion. 

The matter, therefore, will come up _ be- 
fore Judge Newman tomorrow morning. 


HE'S COMING TO ATLANTA. 


Mr. B. E. Fernow, of the Forestry 
Bureau, on a Tour of the South. 


Mr. B. E. Fernow, chief of the United 
States forestry bureau, who is arranging 
for the forestry exhibit for the exposition, 
will be in Atlanta in a few days. He will 
leave Washington this week for an ex- 
tensive tour of the south in the interest 
of the forestry exhibit. 

Mr. Fernow is one of the most enthusias- 
tic of all the government board engaged 
in working up the government exhibit, and 
assures the exposition management that his 
part of the exposition will be highly inter- 


esting. 

“Mr. Fernow,.” said Mr. Collier, “is one 
of the most interesting gentlemen I ever 
met. He is thoroughly enthusiastic on the 
subject of his work and is determined to 
make a success of it. He has been in At- 
lanta before. He took a prominent part, 
I remember, in the exercises attending the 
pianting of a tree in front of the Girls’ 


High school building.” 

Mr. Fernow has furnished to Mr. Walter 
G. Cooper, of the exposition, an article set- 
ting forth the work he is doing. His article 
is for the use of the press generally and 


is as foliows: 

“The division of forestry will have its ex- 
hibit placed separately in the forestry-min- 
ing building, the chief of that division hav- 
ing also charge of the entire forestry ex- 
hibit of -the exposition by an agreement 
between the directors and the government 
The idea in this co-operation is, 


the south may be attained with less ex- 
pense and less needless repetition, etc., 
if the assignment of space, arrangement 
of installation, etc., were left in the hands 
of an absolutely unbiased man, who, versed 
with the various interests to be represented 
and with their relative value, would fairly 
proportion and distribute the moderate 
space, 

‘I believe, without arrogance, that the 
exhibit at Atlanta can be made far more 
instructive, attractive, and hence more val- 
uable to the exhibitors from a commercial 
point of view, than was the world’s fair 
with its endless duplications of ill-assorted 
wood blocks without any indication as to 
why they were there. The exhibit of the 
division itself; which is to occupy some 3,000 
square feet in the center of the foresiry 
building, will, of course, in the main, at- 
tempt—as all other government exhibits— 
to illustrate the functions of the 
division. These functions are to give in- 


formation regarding extent and character ; 


of our forest resources, the value and qual- 
ity of our timbers, improved methods of 
utilizing the timber and by-products, best 
manner of managing timber crops, and spe- 
cially the ill effects of forest destruction, 
and practicable means of recovering de- 
oa HO and eroded lands. 

“One of the most interesting exhibits in 
this last direction, it is expected, will be a 
set of three models, the .one to represent 
a 160-acre farm in the hill lands of the 
south, -which, by bad management, and 
especially by improper cutting of the for- 
est, has become gullied, furrowed and 
silted over, such as one can see almost in 
every state. 

“The next model will show how, with 
bush dams, with ditching, proper drainage,

with terracing, with sodding and*replant- § 


ing, e lost ground may be recovered, 
while the third model, representing the 
Same 160 acres, is to show how, finally, the 
farm should look ideally, with the fields and 
meadows and forest growth properly dis- 
posed, in good condition, the foads running 
at proper levels instead of up and down, 
the fences reduced to the smaflest extent 


practicable. 

“It is hoped that this object lesson will be 
studied by every farmer in the south and 
may stimulate him to improved methods. 

“The forest ‘resources will be shown 
aside from maps and charts and other 
graphic illustrations, as to their amount 
and distribution, by a series of twenty 
monographic displays, showing each one of 
the economically important tree species that 
form the bulk of the lumber production of. 
the south, Here will be seen in monster 

rames, made cf the trees themselves, a full 
description of the tree in its follage and 
fruit; its timber, its range of distribution, 
and all information desirable regarding the 
nature of the wood and the application in 
the arts. 

“To further illustrate the 
of the southern states, sections of wood, 
with botanical specimens ana descriptive 
labels of more than 180 different kinds of 
southern trees will be displayed, not count- 
ing some one hundred Florida and Texas 
species. which are of a semi-tropical char- 
acter, so that the student of the flora of 
the south will find a rare chance for getting 
acquainted with its different arborescent 
features, 

“One of the main features of the exhib- 
it will be the timber test work, which the 
division has carried on during the last three 
yeas, It is expected that a testing machine 
will be kept in operation, so that the man- 
ner of carrying»on the work can be practi- 
cally demonstrated. As most of the testing 
has been hitherto performed on southern 
timbers, especially the southern pines, the 
display of broken material, with the 
weights which broke it recorded, all com- 
bined into an artistic structure, will be both 
instructive to southern men, who furnish 
the lumber. and to northern men, who 
mostly use this timber, 

“In connection with this study on the 
strength of thé southern pine, the question 
as to whether tapping the long leaf pine 
for turpentine injuregz the quality of the 
bled timber has been investigated by us, 
and we have shown the absurdity of the 


forest botany 


notion, which has been an unwarranted pre- 
i 


judice against bled timber, But, at the 
same time. we had to point out that the 
bleeding process, a8 carried on at present, 
was most wasteful, and unnecessarily so, 
The division has devised some improve- 
ments on these methods, and has also ex- 
perimented with other proposed methods. 
The results of these experiments, in com- 
parison with the Old method, will be ilius- 
trated in a turpentine orchard of full-sized 
trees. 

“Finally, we are concerned with the intro- 
duction of useful trees, either for the pro- 
ducts they yield, or some other advantages 
they promise. These are to be shown, as 
far as practicable, by live specimens, There 
are, for instance, some eucalyptus species 
which can be grown in Florida, and in a 
f2w years, by their enormously rapid 
growth, form shelter belts to protect the 
orange groves against the frosts which 
have repeatedly. frightened the orange 
growers, ; 

“You know, of course, that the orchards 
which have a forest cover to protect them 
suffered much less than where they had 
been exposed by undue clearing or culling 
of the natural woods, There is the cork 
oak, of which there should be whole forests 
planted along the gulf, to furnish the 
quarter of a million dollars’ worth of cork | 
which we now import. The division, a few 
years ago, sent out a lot of cork oak seed- 
ings, and we hope to have some now in 
good shape for exhibit, The wattle tree, 
for tanbark, is another such desirable in- 
troduction. 

“We also will show how the shifting 
sands along the shores are started on their 
dangerous work of covering up fertile lands 
by forest destruction, and how they must 
be reclaimed by the planting, first, of 
grasses and then of a forestry growth, 
Many other features of this kind will find 
a place in this part of the exhibit, 

“Finally, I propose to turn the windows 
to use by substituting, at least in part, 
transparencies for the bare glass, showing 
a series of beautiful views of the most im- 
portant timber trees, and, if I can get the 
co-operation of the lumbermen, I shall 
surround these, pictures by views (trans- 
parencies) of tha leading sawmill establish- 
ments of. the seuth. 

“IT take it. that the exposition is mainly an 
advertising enterprise, and I hope to per- 
suade the luinbermen and woodworkers of 
the south fhat ‘here is the best chance for 
advertising they ever had for the least ex- 
pense, if ac is dene in the right way. 

“IT have also written to the governors of 
the different states trying to induce their 
co-operation in bringing to the exposition as 
comprehensive a display of the forest re- 
sources of their state by maps, statistical 
tables, etc,, although we begin, as usual, 
rather late in our preparations. On the 
whole I am sanguine of success in making 
the exhibit in the forestry building instruc. 
tive, attractive and useful to both visitors 
and exhibitors, '

Rival ior the Central from Macon 
to the Sea. 


Macon, Ga., March 2i—(Special.)—For the 
sum of $250,000 the Macon, Dublin and Sa- 
vannah railroad has purchased the Macon 
and Atlantic road, This means a new and 
shorter route from Macon to the sea, and 
a formidable rival to the Central.

This infor- 
mation will be a surprise to the public, 
and will provoke much talk in railroac cir- 
cles, 

The Macon, Dublin and Savannah road 
will now be pushed to completion form 
Dublin to Savannah as rapidiy as men and 
money can do it. The road is already in 
successful operation from Macon to Dublin. 
a distance of fifty-four miles. The right o: 
way, franchise, etc., of the Macon and 
Atlantic will be used from Dublin to Sa- 
vannah, and thus the Macon, Dublin and 
Savannah road ‘will be the shortest line 
from Macon to Savannah, It will be about 
forty miles shorter than the Central. The 
Macon and Atlantic has about thirty miles 
of track laid below Dublin toward Savapn- 
nah, and a number of additional! miles 
graded, and a quantity of rails and cross- 
ties on hand. 

The Macon, Dublin and Savannah has 
been built and equipped from Macon to 
Dublin without a bond or share of stock 
having been issued on the road, The proper- 
ty is owned by the Georgia and [Illinois 
Improvement Company, which is composed 
of Chicago capitalists. They will have no 
trouble to get all the money necessary to 
build and equip the line from Dubliau to 
Savannah, éspecially, as not a bonl has 
been issued on the road from Macon to 


Dublin. 

The Macon and Atlantic road was origin- 
ally laid out to go to Colleton on the Caro- 
lina coast, and to Savannah, It was a part 
of the famous Georgia, Florida and South- 
ern system, and was to have been built by 
the Macon and Savannah Construction Com- 
pany, which organization was composed 
principally of stockholders and officials of 
the Macon Construction Company. 

By decree of the Bibb superior court the 
property of the Macon and Atlantic railroad 
and of the Macon and Savannah Construc- 
tion Company was offered at public sale 
before the courthouse door, in this city. on 
November 30, 1892. The commissioners of 
sale were C. C. Kibbee, R. A, Nisbet and 
W. M. Gorden. 

The whole property sold for $400,000 and 
was bought in by Mr. John R, Young, of 
Savannah. By the terms of sale a cash 
payment of $10,000 was made by Mr, Young, 
Among the effects bought were 2,112 tons 
steel rails, 28,236 angle bars, 292,000 cross- 
ties, fifty flat cars, twenty-four box cars, 
right of way, franchise, graded road, tracts 
of land, etc. The property purchased for 
$410,000 cost the Macon Construction Com- 
pany and the Savannah Construction Com- 
pany about $1,200,000. 

Mr. Young “and others organized the At- 
lantic Short Line and took possession of 
the property. Among one of the stock- 
holders and active factors in the reorganiza- 
tion of the Atlantic Short Line is Major 
J. F, Hanson, of Macon, and he has been 
very instrumental with Mr, Young, of 
Savannah, the president of the Atlantic 
Short Line, in making the sale of the road 
to the Macon, Dublin and Savannah. 

Though the Macon and Atlantic was nom- 
inally sold at public outcry for $410,000 this 
sum was not really paid in cash. Certain 
creditors of the road were settled w%th in 
cash, but the bulk of the creditors agreed 
to poll their claims, scale the amounts and 
take stock in the new organization, the 
Atlantic Short Line. 

These stockholders will receive their pro 
rata share of the $250,000 paid by the Macon 
Dublin and Savannah road. With this pur- 
chase the Atlantic Short Line, presumably, 
goes out of existence, 

It is understood that the Macon, Dublin 
and Savannah has already taken charge of 
the building of the line below Dublin, which 
was in course of construction by the At- 
lantec Short Line. Within the past few 
months the Atlantic Short Line has built 
a number of miles of road, Mr. Young has 
been quietly pushing the work, und very 
little has been said in the public prints 
about it. 


The Aldermanic Election. 


Mayor Horne has decided not to call the 
special election for alderman to fill the va- 
cancy from the first ward caused by the 
resignation of C. J. Juhan on April 11th, 
the same day fixed for the bond election, 
He does not care to complicate the bond 
question with an exciting aldermanic elec- 
tien, and he wants the issue to be made 
squarely and clearly on its merits before 
the people. He will doubtless inform city 
council by message on Tuesday night of the 
date appointed for the election for alder- 
man. 

The Bond Election. 


Nearly 400 persons have registered for the 
bond election to date, Registration is very 
slow, and unless more interest is manifested 
the bonds will be defeated. Some excite- 
ment may he manifested before the last 
last day for registering arrives. Very few 
negroes have yet registered. It is thought 
that a majority of the registered vote to 
date is in favor of bonds. Partisan politics 
don’t seem to be figuring in the matter very 
much. It is proposed to organize a paving 
club next week and arouse the people on the 
subject. 


The Mayor’s Speech. 


Mayor Horne has been highly congratu- 
lated on the splendid speech delivered by 
him this week on the paving bond question, 
It made a splendid impression on all who 
heard it. The address was full of facts 
and figures, marshaled in an interesting 
and convincing manner, It was an elaborate 
review of the financial condition of the city, 
and Has set many people to thinking.

Nashville, Tenn., March 21.—(Special.)--A 
gang of sharks has played on Nashville 
successfully a trick which has been coining 
them money in all parts of the country. 
B. H. Steiff & Co., jewelers, are $800 out 
and. that after taking unusual! precautions. 
The swindlers are the same who reaped 
$5,000 in Georgia. Then they moved on to 
Hopkinsville. The plan is the same every- 
where. Assuming at Hopkinsville @he name 
of ‘T. M. Jones, a merchant rated Al, they 
ordered from Cincinnati, Louisville, Nash- 
ville, Paducah and elsewhere diamond rings, 
etc., sent on approval, saying a customer 
wished them. Almost every jeweler hon- 
ored with an order asked Dun and Brad- 
street, and, finding that T. M. Jones was a 
dry gcods merchant with Al credit, sent 
the things.

Damages Wanted on Account of an 
Engine House Next Door.

‘THB CENTRAL'S PATE 


Plans for [ts Reorganization Now Ready 
‘In New York. 


MANY HOLDERS WILL FEEL EASY 


The Southwestern Will Be Carsd For 
Other News of the Railroads Here 
and Elsewhere. 


President Samuel Spcncer, of the Soutn- 
ern Railway Company, who has been in 
Atlanta for the past week, expresses the 
opinion that the plans for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Georgia Central will be an- 
nounced within the ncxt few days, perhaps 
this week. 

As is well known among the many holders 


in this section of the country the plans for, 


putting the Central on. its feet again have 
been hanging fire many months in New 
York. ee 

The interesting question among the hold- 
ers who reside in the south has been what 
is to be done and when. 

Mr. Spencer said yesterday when asked 
about the latest movement at reorganiza- 
tion that he thought the plans had all been 
shaped before he left New York ten days 
ago, but stated that they had not been 
signed up and made ready for announce- 
ment. u 

It may be safely said that the officiai 
plan for reorganization. will. be satisfactory 
to all parties concerned and will no doubt 
provide for foreclosure under the tripartite 
or the consolidated mortgage, and maybe 
under both. 

When the foreclosure sale is held the 
purchasers will be required to turn the 
property over to the new company, which 
is to be known as the Central of Georgia 
Railway Company. 

In this way it is to be seen that the Cen- 
tral will not go into the hands of the 
Southern railway except by the Southern 
holding a majority of the interests, It will 
not be sold outright to the Southern, but 
will remain a separate company to itself 
apart and will have a different name, @ 
different president, and a different manage- 
ment. though, of course, the Southern will 
have control of the property in an indirect 
way. 

It is interesting to the many holders of 
Southwestern that their interests are well 
provided for in the.plan for reorganization, 
the obligations of this company being fully 
redeemed by the provisions of the plan. 

The Constitution has already printed the 
outline of the new plan for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Central, which is about as fol- 
lows in substance: 

The new company will be authorized to 
issue $7,000,000 of first mortgage 50-year 5 
per cent bonds, which will be a first lien on 
the main line from Atlanta to Savannah, 
including the Milledgeville branch, and on 
the equity in the steamship properties; $13,- 
000,000 consolidated mortgage 5 per cent 
bonds which will be a first lien on the 
Montgomery and Eufaula and a second 
lien on the Mobile and Girard railroads; 
$4,,000,000 general mortgage 4 per cent bonds, 
which will be a first lien on the Savannah 
and Western and Macon and Northern rail- 
roads;. $5,000,000 first preference non-cumu- 
lative-5 per cent incomes, which will be a 
lien on the Savannah ‘and Atlantic, a third 
lien on the main line, and a second lien on 
the leaseholds, securities and equities ac- 
quired by the new company; $8,500,000 second 
preferred incomes, $4,000,000 third preferred 
incomes, and $5,000,000 of common stock. 

The new company will acquire title to the 
properties covered by the first mortgages on 
the Savannah and Western, Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus, Macon and Northern, 
Montgomery and Eufaula, Columbus and 
Rome, and Savannah and Atlantic rail- 
roads and adjust the arrears of rental 
as to these properties. 

In case it should not be necessary to issue 
the $7,000,000 first mortgage bonds then the 
issue of consolidated mortgage bonds May 
be increased to $20,000,000, with an additional 
$2,000,000 at the rate of $500,000 for better- 
ments. An additional $1,000,000 of the general 
mortgage 4s may likewise be issued for bet- 
terments on the roads covered by the mort- 
gage. , 

Of the existing securities of the system 
the Ocean Steamship Company’s first mort- 
gage bonds, $1,000,000, and the collateral trust 
mortgage bonds, $4,880,000, are undisturbed. 
The Mobile and Girard first mortgage of 
$1,000,000 is to be increased or renewed so 
as to fund all past due interest therein. 

The Savannah and Western bondholders 
are to receive for every $1,000 bond $500 in 
new general mortgage bonds, $250 in first 
preference incomes, and $250 in second pref- 
erence incomes, Chattanooga, Rome and 
Columbus first mortgage bonds will receive 
$500 in first preference incomes ad $500 in 
second preference incomes, Macon and 
Northerr. bonds will receive $350 in new 
general mortgage bonds, ° $300 in first pre- 
ferred incomes and $350 in second preferred 
incomes, Columbus and Rome firsts will re- 
ceive $500 in first preferred incomes and $500 
in second preferred incomes. Savannah 
‘and Atlantic firsts will receive $1,000 in sec- 
ond preferred incomes, Par in third prefer- 
red incomes will be given for the 32,800 
shares of stock of the present company 
held by the publiz, and second preferred 
incomes at par will ba given for certificates 
of indebtedness of the present compary. 

The Savannah and Western and Chatta- 
nooga, Rome and Columbus will be released 
from any claims of the Central Ra'lroad 
and Banking Company of Georgia. The 
underlying bonds of the Columbus and West- 
ern, $800,000, and Rome and Carrollton, $150,- 
000, are to be paid off. and also the secured 
floating debt and the tripartite bonds, with 
interest.

_It served to show how keenly the issue 
is brought home to the men who have at 
heart the prosperity and upbuilding of At- 
lanta, and while this action on the Part 
‘of the city does not remove the damage 
suits that are already pending against 
the road, it goes a long way towards 
showing to the litigants how important 
it is for the best interests of Atlanta for 
the damage suits to be withdrawn in 
order that the Southern railway might 
proceed with its contemplated plans for 
making vast improvements ig the present 
shops. 

The city, by its action, assumes all 
damage that may be asked in the future, 
but it has not agreed to take on its 
shoulders the damages that ure now asked 
by the litigants who are being so earnestly 
appealed to in the name of Atlanta to 
withdraw their suits. 

As is well known, many of the litigants 
have already signified their determination 
‘to withdraw the suits they had brought 
against the railroad company, but when

CAPTURE OF BANKS| 


ern’s Yestibale Train. 
IN JAIL AT JACKSON, GA 


PLACED 


Enmity Toward the Section Foreman Is 
the Motive Ascribed forthe Negro’s 
W ork—He Had Been Dismissed. 


Telegrams from Jackson, the station down 
the Southern railway between Atlanta and 
Macon where the south-bound Florida ves- 
t:bule train was wrecked a few nights ago, 
were received yesterday by officials of the 
Southern railway telling of the capture of 
the supposed criminal. 

Caesar Banks, a negro formerly employed 
by one of the section foremen of the South- 
ern, is in jail to answer to the charge of 
pulling the spikes from the rails and re- 
moving the angle bars which caused the 
wreck. ; 

It is claimed that there is sufficient evi- 
dence against the darky to convict him 
of the deed which came so near causing the 
death or serious injury of so many passen- 
gers. 

When the wreck occurred shortly after 
midnight a few nights ago the officials of 
the road in Atlanta were notified and went 
to the spot on short notice. 

Chief Engineer Lum, of the western sys- 
tem, Superintendent Beauprie, of this di- 
vision, and other officials were on the 
scene of the wreck within a few minutes 
after the news was received in Atlanta, 
ard when they found that the wreck had 
been caused by malicious hands, they de- 
termined to lose no time in catching the 
criminal who had laid such a dastardly 
scheme against the road. 

They telegraphed for the special detective 
agent who had been at work on the case 
of the wreck at Scotland a week or ten 
days ago, and put him to work on this 
cause. He was not many hours in securing 
a substantial clue, which terminated in the 
arrest of the party now in jail for trial. 

Caesar Banks was until recently under 
the section foreman who looks after the 
track of the Southern around ,the town of 
Jackson. He was discharged for some good 
reason by the secticn foreman and since 
that time hes given many evidences of en- 
mity against the foreman. 

This is the alleged motive for the game he 
played. 

There Have Been Four Wrecks. 

The Georgia division of the western sys- 
tem of the Southern has lately experienced 
several wrecks of this kind. 

The first was at Holton, between Atlanta 
and Macon, the second at Scotland, Ga., 
below Macon, in which the Roland Reed 
company suffered some injury, .several of 
the members of the company’ receiving 
slight business, the third was near Rome 
and the fourth was_near Jackson. 

The wrecks at Scotland and Jackson were 
clearly caused by malicious work of crim- 
inals. Special detectives were placed at 
work in the neighborhood of the Scotland 
wreck and have been engaged in ferreting 
out the mystery ever since the wreck oc- 
curred. The switch was broken and turned 
so that the whole train went plunging off 
into a siding. 

At Jackson, the spikes of the rails were 
drawn and the angle bars removed. The 
haste in getting to the scene by the Officials 
of the road placed them on the hottest 
sort of a trail after the criminal who had 
dcne the work: 

A dispatch received from Jackson last 
night states that the commitment trial is 
set down for Saturday next at 10:30 o'clock 
a.m. before Judge A. B. Knowles, justice 
of the peace. Anderson & Curry, who are 
local counsel for the road, are representing 
the prosecution. Mr. C. A. Avant is here 
rendering service to the attorneys in the 
prosecution of the case. 


Killed by a Train. 

Bristol, Tenn., March 21.—(Special.)—Pas- 
senger train No. 19 west bound on the Nor- 
folk and Western railway struck Preston 
Sutherland, a well-known gentleman of 
Washington county, Virginia, and instant- 
ly killed him today. The accident occurred 
near Marion, Va. It was probably a case 
of suicide, as he stepped on the track af- 
ter he heard the whistle.

BLOCKS IN THE WAY 


Of Those Who Would Abuse the Bounty 
of the State 


QUESTIONS FOR INDIGENT VETERANS 


Which Will Develop the Fact Whether 
They Are Entitled to Relies Under 
. the Last Pension Act. 


There seems to be an idea out among 
the confederate veterans of the state that 
the pensions under the recent act are for 
services. 

As a result of this misapprehension the 
present indications are that the state would 
be called upon to spend over half a million 
dollars per annum upon the new class of 
pensioners, 

To clear up this misapprehension, and 
to save the state from imposition, the 
governor has had drawn up a series of 
questions which are most searching in 
their nature. 

What the Law Really Is. 

There was embodied in the constitution 
of 1876 a provision authorizing the legisla- 
ture to grant pensions to confederate 
veterans suffering from wounds or loss of 
limbs durifg the term of their service. 
Later there was an amendment covering 
the widows of such veterans. The pen- 
sions now paid out to these pensioners 
amount to something like $600,000 per an- 
num, which added to the probable $500,000 
for the new class, would make a total pen- 
sion list of $1,100,000. 

Of recent years it has become evident 
that this provision is not now broad 
enough. The youngest men who fought 
in the confederate army have now passed 
the age of fifty. All are in-the decline 
of life. Many have been unfortunate and 
become crippled and blind. It was becom- 
ing a familiar sight to see some homeless 
veteran, stricken by providence, wending 
his way to the poorhouse. To a proud peo- 
ple it was galling to see the men whose 
valor has been illustrated in song and 
story passing their declining years the 
recipients of a stinted charity. It was 
then proposed that the constitution should 
be so amended as to authorize the pen- 
sioning of “‘soldiers who, by reason of age 
and poverty, or infirmity and poverty, or 
blindness and poverty, are unable to pro- 
vide a living for themselves.”"’ This amend- 
ment was adopted in the last state election, 
without division on party lines, and the 
legislature following passed an act for 
the purpose of carrying it into effect.

Somehow the idea has got out that 
this was to be a service peusion; whereas, 
it is really a pension for those why, by 
age, infirmity or blindness, are unable 
to make a living. It is not intended for 
the aged, the infirm or the blind who have 
such means.
